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* E following Relation, or Journal of the young 
Chevalier's Eſcape, was at firſt wrote out of 
c ity; which I was induced to do, by having ſo ma- 


y Opportunities of converſing with the chief of the Par- 


ties who were inſtrumental in conducting and-afſiſting 
him in his Eſcape; for which they were taken, and de- 
Yained Priſoners for a conſiderable Time, and were at 
Laſt difmiſſed, evithout ever being examined at the Cock- 
pit, or elſewhere, by Authority of the Secretaries of 
State. Part was taken from thoſe carried Priſon- 
ers to London, and the reft, from thoſe in Scotland; 

but, after the Pr.*s Return to the Continent of Scot- 
land, on the 6th of July, from the Weſtern Iſles, to 
his embarking for France, is taken'from the Rev. Mr. 
Cameron's Journal, who accompanied bim moſt of that * 
Time. The'reſt of the Account, in relation to what be- 
fel him in France, and to his leaving Avignon, 1s ta- 


ken from the beſt Authorities publiſhed, and from pri- 
vale Letters ſent to different Places; many of which 


have not yet been made publick ; eſpecially that which 
gives the Manner of taking, detaining as Prijever, and 
Jending the Pr. out of France. © * 

Thus much I thought proper to premiſe, in order to 
convince the Reader, that this Relation is genuine, and 
not compoſed of a very few Facts, and the reſt made up 
of Falfities and Fillion the Work of 'a fruitful Brain; 
like thoſe Pamphlets intitled, Aſcanius, The Wander- 
er, and The Chevalier ; which laſt is one of the great- 
eſt Impoſitions upon the Publick. For this Reaſon, I 


have been ſtrongly ſolicited, by all who have ſeen my hi- 


ſtorical Account, to'publiſh it; which I fhould have done 
much ſooner, had I not waited to fee if ſome abler Wri- 
ter would favour the World, with giving it a true Re- 


lation of that moſt miraculous and almoſt incredible E- 
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puted, bad not the different Perſons therein — 

been taken into Cuſtody; many of whom told Gen. Camp- 
bell the ſame Story, as is herein very circumſtantially 
related, when they were taken before him in Scotland. 

All which I have endeavoured to tell in their cum 


Words, as near as I could, without altering their Senſe 


or Meaning. 
This I do, without the leaſt Regard to the Cenſure of 


the bot bvadid Zealots, who make it tantamount to down- 
right Diſaffettion, to aſſert that the young Chevalier has 


not a cloven Foot, or ſomething monſtrous about him. 
I think it is very extraordinary, that any People can 


= ſo weak as to imagine, that perſonal Reflexions, 
little mean Aſper/ions, or idle malicious Tales and Inſinu- 


ations, ſhould be any Support to a Cauſe, or deprive the 
Antagoniſts of the Jeaf Share of their intrinſick Merit: 


Or that they ſhould be ſo blind as to think of getting the 


better in any thing by Miſrepreſentation and Lies; which 
can produce nothing but Errors, and mean Opinion of 


the Authors, in the Eyes of all impartial Men of Senſe 
and Fudęment. Speaking what is Juſt of a Man, is not 
epproving his Cauſe ; that is entirely his own Apair, 


in which he atts by the Approbation of his Conſcience, 
and a firm Belief of Right in himſelf. And no Perſons 


of Moderation or ſerious Reflexion would ever vilify a- 


ny Man's Character on that Account, any more than they 


ought to do that of the Perſon who oppoſes bim upon the 


fame Principles. Virtue ought certainly do be revered 


'where-ever it is found; and, with how much Reaſon ſo- 
ever the Claim of the young Chevalier may be obnoxius, 


it follows not, that his good Qualities ſhould be ſo too, 


or that we. ſhould deny our Pity for thoſe Mi. fortunes 
to which he was born, and fall not on him through 


his own Miſconduct, but that of others. I ſhall there- 
Fore only add, that I have carefully avoided all kind of 
Fulſame Exaggerations, as well as all ungenerous In- 
wettives.

Fter the Highlanders gave way at the 
Battle of Culloden, the Pr. was forced off 
the Field by Major Kennedy and the o- 
ther Officers, while the French Forces 


and ſome few Scots kept the Duke's Army engaged 


for ſome time, to prevent any immediate Purſuit. 
Many Gentlemen and others went to guard the 
Pr. fafe off; and at ſome Diſtance from "The Field 
of Battle a Council was held, in which 1t was 
agreed, that all Fitzz-Fames's Horſe, and all other 
Horſemen, ſhould go to Ruthven in Badenoch, ex- 
cept ſome few. Here it was the Pr. deſired the 
Gentlemen to begin to ſeparate, that their Enemies 
might not ſo eaſily know what Route each of them 


ſhould take; and accordingly the Hon. Charles Boyd, 


Eq; ſecond Son to the Earl of K:lmarnock, and 


ſome others, kiſſed the Pr.'s Hand, and went off on 
their reſpective Routes. 


The Pr. then, with ſome other Gentlemen, pro- 


ceeded on his Journey; and the firſt Place where he 
ſtopt, was at Tordarroch, about nine Miles from In- 


wverneſs : But, as there was no Peron at home, they 
all went to Aberardar, in Macintoſb's Country, three 
Miles farther; thence to Faroline, in Lovat*s Coun- 


try, five Miles; and thence one Mile more to Gortu- 


laige, where they met Lord Lovat, and drank two or 


three Glaſſes of Wine, 


Here Lord Elcho took his leave, and ſet forward 
for Kinlochmoidart; where he arrived a few Days af. 


ter the Battle; not a little diſguſted, that other Of- 
ficers would not be led by him in every thing.

There came hither with the Pr. Sir Thomas Sberi- 
dan, Sir David Murray, (one of the Pr.*'s Aid de 
Cam PS), Sullivan, Mr. Alexander Macleod, (one of 
the Pr. 's Aid de Camps, and Son of Mr, Fobn Mac- 
leod Advocate), John Hay, (who was Secretary in 
Murray's Sickneſs or Abſence), Edward Burk, (A. 
lexander Macleod's Servant), Mr. Hay's Servant, and 
Allan Macdonald, who went as a Guide. | 
About Ten o' Clock at Night, the Pr. and his few 
Attendants proceeded on their Journey. They ar- 
rived at Glengary, or 1nvergary Caſtle, about Four 
or Five of Clock in the Morning, and found only 
one Man there; who ſaid, Glengary and his Family 
were abroad, and had left no Proviſions or Furni- 
ture in the Houſe: So the Pr. was obliged to lie on 
the Floor without any Refreſhment. | 

When Day-light appeared, Edward Burk above 
mentioned ſaw a Net; which he drew in the Water, 
and catched two Salmons; on which they dined very 
well. | 

_ Hereall the Company took their leaves of the Pr. 
and went to Arnaby, except Sullivan, Allan Macdo- 

nald, and Edward Burk, whom Mr. Macleod left to 
be the Pr. 's Guide. 

About Two o' Clock in fs Afternoon, the Pr. 
ſet forward with his three Companions, having dreſ- 
ſed himſelf in Edward Burks Cloaths; and went to 
Donald Cameron's at Glenpean, in LochiePs Country, 

where they arrived about Nine at Night. 

On the 18th, the Pr, went to Mewboll, in Clan- 
ranald's Country; where he ſtaid all Night, was 
well entertained, and got ſome Sleep, ch he had 

not had for five Days and Nights; his Army having 
been under Arms, marching and countermarching, 
without Sleep, or much Meat, for forty eight Hours 
before the Battle. 

The next Day, being the 19th, the Pr. waited 
ſowe Hours in Runes of getting Intelligence of 2 
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of his Friends after their Defeat ; but, hearing no- 
thing, he was obliged to ſet out on Foot, the Horſe- 
road not only being about, but ſo bad, as to be 
{carce, if at all paſſable. He therefore walked, over 
almoſt innacceſſible Mountains, to the Glen of Mo- 
rar, or Kinloch-Morar; and thence to Glen- Biaſdale, or 
Boradale, in Arijaig, Clauranald's Country, through 
as bad Ways as can be conceived. Hither Mr. A- 
neas Macdonald, the Banker, came to meet the Pr. 
who had wrote to him for that Purpoſe; and return- 
ed again the ſame Night to his Brother's Houſe at 
| Kinlochmoidart, About two Days after this, Lord 
Elcho, and Oneille, got to Kinlochmoidart. 
Here the Pr. waited ſeveral Days till Captain O- 
neille came to him, by Sir Thomas Sberidan's Directi- 
ons, and told him, that all Hopes of drawing his 
Troops together again were now over: Upon which 
he reſolved at laſt to go to the Weſtern Iſlands, 
whence he thought that he could get a Veſſel to France. 

Strong were the Debates about leaving the Con- 
tinent of Scotland, and going to the Iſles. The 
Highlanders endeavoured to difſuade the Pr. from 
undertaking ſo dangerous a Step: But, at laſt, Sulli- 
van, whoſe Advice had injured his Maſter more than 
once, prevailed upon him to go, aſſerting the great 
Probability of getting a Ship there ſoon, and the 
great Danger of ſtaying where they were. But the 
Pr. following this Advice, had like to have loſt his 
Life many ways; as we ſhall find in the Sequel. 

In one Day three ſeveral Meſſengers got to Do- 
nald Macleod, who had been with Mr. Aneas Mac- 
donald to the Ifles, to fetch ſome Money from the 
Iſle of Barra, and was returning when the Battle 
was ended. Theſe three were ſent, leſt any of 
them ſhould have miſſed him. Their Errand was, 
” om re Mr. Macleod would go to the Pr. at Bora- 

e 
Purſuant to this Summons, Donald went; and, in 

4 going 
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going through a Wood on the 20th or 21ſt of April, 


met the Pr. walking alone. The Pr. ſeeing Donald, 
went up to him boldly, and aſked him, “ If he was 
« Donald Macleod of Gualtergil, in the Ifle of Sky??? 
« Yes,” ſaid Donald. Then faid the Pr. You ſee 
«the Diſtreſs Iam in; I therefore throw myſelf into 
« your Boſom; do with me what you like; I am 

& your Prince. ' 


In repeating theſe Words, the poor old Man 


burſt into a Flood of Tears, and ſaid, „I hope, 
« Sir, (meaning the Perſon he was telling this to), 


. you'll pardon me; for who can forbear weeping 
in relating ſo ſad a Subject?“ Donald, having wi- 
ped his Eyes, proceeded, and ſaid, he told the Pr. 
« That as he (Macleod) was old, he was afraid he 


could not be of any Service to the Pr. but yet 


* was willing to do what he could.” Then ſays the 
Pr. I defire you'll go with Letters from me to 


% Sir Alexander Macdonald and the Laird of Mac- 


« lJeed; for I am perſuaded that thoſe Gentlemen, 


= notwithſtanding what they. have done, will yet 


“ endeavour to protect me. 

This laſt Declaration of the Pr. ſtruck Donald 
with Surpriſe; and he immediately told the Pr. 
« He would do any thing for him [the Pr.] except 
* that: Becauſe, ſays Donald, your Highneſs knows 
& they have played the R c already; and you 


<< muſt not truſt them again: For at this very Time 
they are in ſearch for you, with their Forces, 


& within ten or twelve Miles of you, if they come 
e by Sea, though it be more by Land; and there- 
& tore the ſooner you remove From, this Fu. the 
4 better.” | 
Upon Donald's Refuſal as an the Pr. ſaid, 

As you are a good Pilot, I defire then, that you 


vill conduct me through the Iſlands to tome ſafer 
% Place than this.” Which Donald Macleod rea- 


dily agreed to; and 3 procuied an eight- 
board 
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dar'd Boat, late the Property of John Macdonald, 
Son of Aneas or Angus Macdonald of Boradale. 
This Fohn was either killed at the Battle of Cullo- 
den, or murdered the next Day; for he has never 
becn heard of ſince. Donald Macleod alſo bought a 
Pot to boil Meat in, when they ſhould arrive on 
Shore, and a Firlot of Meal; which was all the 


Proviſion he could get there. 


On the 26th, they went on board in the Twilight 
in the Evening, at Lochnannuagh in Boradale; being 
the ſame Place where the Pr. firſt landed on the 

Continent of Scotland, and Boradale's Houſe was 
the firſt he entered. There were in the Boat, the Pr. 
Oneille, Sullivan, Allan Macdonald, of Clanranald*s 
Family, and Donald Macleod, who was Pilot, and 
betwixt whoſe Knees the Pr. fat. The Names of 
the Boatmen were Rhoderick Macdonald, Lauchlan 
Macmurrich, Rhoderick Macaſkgill, Fobu Macdonald, 


Murdoch Macieod, Son of the Pilot, Duncan Roy, 


Alexander Macdonald, and Edward Burk, who had 
conducted the Pr. trom the Battle of Culloden to 


this Place. The above Murdoch Macleod was then 
only fifteen Years old; and when he heard of the ſpee- 


dy Appearance of a Battle, provided for himſelf a 
Claymore, a Durk, and a Piſtol, and went to the Bat- 
tle of Culloden; whence he eſcaped, though hurt; and 
hunting out the Pr. all the Way, followed him, 
_ here met both the Pr. and his own Father very 
well. 

I can't help remarking here, that the Pr. muſt 
have been greatly beloved in this Country, when 
this Lad could hunt him out ſo as to find him, and 
the military Folks never could. So backward were 
People to tell where the Pr. was, when his Life was 
in danger. 

When they were about to go into the Boat, Do- 


1 nald Macleod begged the Pr. would not go that 
5 Night, becauſe it would prove a Storm. But the Pr. 


Was 
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was ſo anxious to be gone, that he was determined 
to w ſer forwards. 
They had not gone far, before the Storm, which 
| Donald Macleod foreſaw at a diſtance, reached them; 
and was greater than Donald had ever ſeen before, 
though always a ſeafaring Man, on that Coaſt : but 
with this additional grief, that 1t rained moſt vio- 
lently all the Time they were out. And, what was 
ſtill worſe, they had neither Pump nor Compaſs 
with them; and the Night was as dark as poſſible, 
inſomuch that none of them knew where they were, 
'This increaſed their Fears, leſt they ſhould be drove 
on the Iſle of Sky, where the Militia were in Arms. 
But next Morning, as the Light increaſed, they diſ- 
covered they were on the Coaſt of the Long fe, (as 
that Chain of Ifles is commonly called 55 ; where, 
about Seven o'Clock in the Morning, with great 
Difficulty, they landed at a Point of Land called Raſi- 
 #fþ, in the N. E. Part of the Iſle of Benbecula, and 
haled their Boat on Shore to dry Land; having 
run about thirty Leagues in eight Hours: A moſt 
extraordinary quick Voyage. This Iſle lies in 57 
deg. 40 min. N. Lat. is about five Miles long from 
Eaſt to Weſt, and three broad from North to South, 
and lies betwirt North and South Uiſt Iſlands. 
Thus this Storm, which the whole Crew thought 
a a great Misfortune at firſt, was one of the moſt pro- 
vidential Things that could befal them : For it pre- 
vented any immediate Attempt to follow the Pr. and 
if any Boats were out, and could get into a ſecure 
Place, they would certainly put in, rather than run 
ſuch an apparent Hazard of being drowned ; which 
nothing but the immediate Hand of Providence 
could prevent, eſpecially in an eight-oar*d open Boat, 
crowded and overloaded with thirteen People. So 


ready is the Frailty of human Nature to find fault 


with what Providence ſends as a real Good! At this 
Fime, very lucky for the Pr. the Duke of * 
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land and his Army thought he had ſailed for St. 2 
in the North; a Place ſo remote, that no Suſpicion 
would be readily entertained of the Pr. being there. 
This Place belongs to the Laird of Macleod; and 
the People there pay their Rents in Feathers of the 
Solan Geeſe; for which that Laird's Factor goes thi- 
ther annually. 

The Duke of Cumberland, imagining that the Pr. 
was gone to $7. Kilda, ſent Gen. Campbell (Fohn Hay, 


Commander of a Cuſtomhouſe. yacht, being Pilot) 


with as conſiderable a Force as could be conveyed by 
the Fleet then preſent. 

On Sight of this Fleet, the Inhabitants fled to 
hide themſelves in the Cliffs of Rocks, being terri- 
fied, having never ſeen ſuch a Sight before. 

Some of the Forces, being landed, inquired of ſuch 
of the Inhabitants as they could find, what was be- 
come of the Pretender? To whom theſe poor -Crea- 
tures replied, That they had never heard of ſuch 


a Perſon. They ſaid, indeed, they had heard a 


Report, that their Laird L Macleod ] had lately 
been at War with a Woman a great Way abroad, 
but that he had got the better of her: and that was 
all they knew of the Affairs of the World. So the 
General then returned re infectml. 

The Pr. here, in Benbecala, got on Shore into 
an uninhabited Hut, and helped to make a Fire to 
warm the Crew, who were almoſt ſtarved to Death 
with Cold and Wet. The Storm continued for 
fourteen Hours after they landed. 

Here the Pr. bought a Cow for thirty Shillings, 
and immediately ſhot her, and had ſome of her boiled 
in the Pot which Donald Macleod had bought. Af. 
ter which the Pr. lay down on the Floor, having no 
other Bed than an old Sail-cloth, and ſlept very ſound; 
but the Crew were obliged to keep a good Look- 


5 ous leſt n ſnould be ſurpriſed by any Party of 
Men. | 


They 
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They ſtaid two Nights in this Place; ſo that, on 
the 29th in the Evening, the Weather being fa- 
vourable, they ſet fail about Six o' Clock for Horn- 
way in the Iſland of Lewis, in N. Lat. 38 deg. 8 min. 
where Donald Macleod did not doubt but he ſhould 
be able to procure a proper Veſſel to convey the Pr. 
ſafe into France. They took ſome of their Beef 
with them, and ſet fail ; but, meeting with another 
Storm, they were obliged to put into the Iſland of 
Scalpay or Glaſs, near the Harris, belonging to the 
Laird of ' Macleod, and is about fourteen Leagues 

North of Benbecula. This Iland is about one Mile 
long, and half a Mile broad. 

Here they all went on Shore about two Hours 
before Day-light on the goth in the Morning, and 
paſſed for Merchants ſhipwrecked in their Voyage 
to the Orkneys; the Pr. and Sullivan going by the 
Name of Sinclair; the latter for the Father, and the 

former for the Son; and were well entertained at one 
Donald Campbell's Houſe, a Farmer, 

The next Day, May 1. Donald Macleod, fo tha 5 

mentioned, procuring a Boat of his Friend Campbell, | 
went to Stormmay with Inſtructions to freight a Veſ- 
ſe] for the Orineys. 
On the 3d of May, the Pr. received a Meſſage 
from Mr. Macleod, That a Ship was ready. The 
next Day, therefore, the Pr. having got another 
Boat with four Men, landed at Loch-Shefort ; where 
Allan Macdonald took his Leave, and went for 
South-Uiſt. 

The Pr. then having Oneille, Sullivan, and his 
Guide, with him, ſet out on Foot for Stornmuay, 
which is about ſixteen Miles by Land, and arrived 
at the Point of Aryniſb, about half a Mile S. E. from 
Sſtorntoq, on the 5th about Noon; having travelled 
"eighteen Hours on the Hills in a wet ſtormy Night, 


Vithout any kind of Refreſhment, and were miſled 


. = their Guide, either through Ignorance or Deſign, 
0 having 
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| having conducted them eight Miles out of the Way, 


when they might have avoided that Trouble by croſ- 


ſing the Ferry from Scalpay to the Harris, which is 
about a Quarter of a Mile over. This, though 


they then thought it a Misfortune, yet proved to be 
the very providential Means of preventing the Pr. 
from being taken; which, had they arrived there 
ſooner, would have been the Cafe, as we ſhall ſee 
preſently. | | 

From this Place the Pr. ſent his Guide to Donald 


Macleod at Stornway, deſiring he would ſend ſome 


Brandy, Bread and Cheeſe, for they were almoſt 
ſtarved and famiſned. The faithful Donald ſoon 
brought it himſelf to the Pr. and his two Compa- 


nions on the Moor, all wet to the Skin, and much 


wearied with their Journey; wherefore Donald took 
them to Lady Kildun's [ Mackenzie] at Aryniſh, to 
wait there till every thing ſhould be ready for ſet- 
ting fail. Being wearied, the Pr. went to Sleep, 
This done, Donald Macleod returned to Stornway; 
but was greatly ſurpriſed to find the Men there ri- 
ſing in Arms, above 200 having already got up. 
Donald, not knowing what was the Occaſion of this 
Riſing, went directly into the Room where the 
Gentlemen were, who had taken upon them the 


Rank of Officers, and aſked them, What was the 
% Matter?” On which they immediately began to 


curfe him, ſaying, We hear the Pr. is upon Lewis, 
< and not far from Stornmay, coming with 500 
«© Men, to burn the Town and take away our 
« Cattle, Sc. and to force a Veſſel from $8:0ruway 
«© to carry him to France.” Donald replied, «I think 
* you are all mad. Where the Devil could the Pr. 
„in his preſent Condition, get either 500 or 100 
« Men?” They replied, © That Mr. Jobn Mac- 
e aulay, a Preſbyterian Miniſter in Souzh-Uiff, had 
„ wrote this to his Father in the Harris; and that 


 * the Father had ſent the ſame to Mr. Colin Macken- 
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6c "200 Miniſter in the Leis. ©« Well then, (lays 
« Donald), ſince you know the Pr. is already on the 
« Iſland, I own he is; but he is ſo far from having 
“ any Forces, that he has only two Companions, 
« and, when I am there, I make a third: And let 
« me tell you farther, Gentlemen, if Seaforth him- 
&« ſelf was here, he durſt not (by G—d) put a Hand 
« to the Pr. 's Breaſt.” : 
Upon this the Mackenzies declared, © That they 


< had no Intention to do the Pr. any, even the 


« leaſt Harm; or to meddle with him at preſent in 


* any ſhape; but then deſired, he might leave them, 


« and go to the Continent, or any where elſe.” The 
Wind being fair, Donald Macleod then deſired a Pi- 
lot; but they refuſed him one. Donald then return- 
ed to the Pr. and gave him a full and honeſt Account 
how Matters ſtood ; on which they were all at a loſs 
what Step to take. Some propoſed to fly to the 
Moor; but the Pr. replied, „He would not. I'll 

ce ſtand my Ground, (ſaid he); for, if we fly, our 


Enemies may be encouraged to purſue.” 


Now the Reader may obſerve, that, had not the 


Pr. been taken out of the Way eight Miles by the 


Guide, he would have been in the Town of Storn— 
ay when Mr. Macaulay's Letter to Mr. Colin Mac- 


kenzie arrived; and then the People would have ri- 
ſen upon him, and have either killed him in their 
Fury, or taken him Priſoner : Both which he thus 
providentially eſcaped. _ 


At this Time, the Pr. Oneille, and Sullivan, had | 
only ſix Shirts amongſt them, and were frequently 


_ obliged to ſtrip off the wet ones before the others 
were half dry. 


Two of the four Boatmen had fled up to the 
Moor, upon ſeeing the People riſing at Stornway ; 
and the other two went off to Sea with the Boat. 


This Ifle of Lewis belongs to Lord Seaforth, and is inhabi- 
ted by the N. . il 
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While they were at Lady Nildun's, they killed a 
Cow; for which the Pr. would have paid, but ſhe at 
firſt refuſed, till the Pr. inſiſted upon it. When 
they left the Place, they took ſome of the Cow with 
them, two Pecks of Meal, and Plenty of Brandy 
and Sugar; and, at parting, Lady Kildun gave Ed. 
Ward Burk a large Lump of Butter. This Man was 
generally Cook; but the Pr. was the beſt Cook, and 
made them a Cake, or Bread, of the Brains of the 
Cow mixed up with Meal, and baked it upon a 


Stone before the Fire. 


They ſtaid here all Night; and, about Two 
o' Clock in the Morning, being the 6th of May, 


the two Boatmen returned with the Boat: And, as 


ſoon as Day-light appeared, they got into the Boat, 
and rowed away with only two Boatmen, the other 
not returning from the Moor. 

The Pr. and Company reſolved to go, in Donald 
Campbells Boat, to the Or#neys ; but the Men would 
not venture; ſo they were obliged to ſteer South, a- 


long the Coaſt. ſide, hoping to meet with better 


Succeſs, But they ſoon eſpied two Engliſh Ships ; 
which obliged them to put into a deſert Iſland, cal- 
led Euirn or [ffurt, being about half a Mile long, 


and as much broad; and is twelve Miles diſtant from 
| Stormony, and lies a little North of Scatpay or Glaſs. 


At this Place there were ſome Fiſhermen, who, 


taking the Pr.*s Boat to be a Preſs-boat belonging 
to the Men of War, ran away, leaving their Fiſh, 
Pots, Sc. The Fiſhermen of Lewis dry their Fiſh 
here upon the Rock; ſome of which the Pr. and 
Company found, and was a Feaſt for them. The 
Pr. at firſt, was going to put ſome Money, whence 
he took the Fiſh, as Pay for them; but recollecting, 
that it would ſhow the Fiſhermen, that ſome Perſon 
of Note had been there, and might thereby be at- 
tended with bad Conſequences, he thought proper 
44 to put his Money up again into his Pocket. | 


B 2 They 
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They ſtaid on this Iſland till the roth, lying in a 
low pitiful Hut, like a Hog-ſty, belonging to the 


Fiſhermen ; ſo ill roofed, that they were obliged to 3 


ſpread the Boat's Sail over the Top of it, and he up- 
on the bare Floor; keeping Watch by turns. 

About Ten o' Clock in the Forenoon, on the 10th = 
of May, they embarked for the Harris, taking a- 
bout two Dozen of Fiſh with them, and got to Scal- 
Fay or Glaſs to their hoſpitable Farmer's again; 
and, in that Place, offered Money to ſome Men for 
a Boat, it being ſafer and better than that which they 
had; but the Men rejected the Offer. 

No Wind ſerving, they thence were obliged to 
row : But, about Break of Day on the 11th, the 
Wind rifing, they hoiſted Sail, and, wanting Food, 
made Drammack (in Er/e Stappack) with ſalt Wa 
ter mixed with Meal; of which the Pr. ate hearti- 
. The Fr. then called for a Bottle of Brandy, and 
gave a Dram to each Perſon. | 
SBioon after this they were chaſed by an Engliſh 
Ship commanded by Capt. Ferguſon, but made their 
Eſcape among the Rocks at the Point of Rowdzl, in 
the Harris, in Macleod's Country. The Ship fol- 
lowed them three Leagues. They then kept cloſe on 
Shore, and failed to Lochmaddy to the South of UP? , 
thence to Lochniſkiway in Benbecula; and thence to 
an Iſland in that Loch called Loch-Ejcaby, where 
hs arrived about Four in the Afternoon. 

In this Voyage they were within two Muſket- 
ſhot of the Ship before they ſaw her at Finſſay in the 
Harris: They were to the Windward, and the Ship 
was in the Mouth of the Bay; ſo they made all the 
Haſte they could to the Coaſt of Benbecula. . 
In this Courſe they ſaw another Ship in Loch. 

maddy in Nortb-U;jt. They had ſcarce got on Shore 
when the Wind very remarkably ls. quite con- 


trary, and blew and rained very hard, and drove 
the Ships that were Purſuing quits off. - At this the 
„

Pr. ſaid, I ſee Providence will not let me be taken 


« alive this Time.“ | 


It being low Water, one of the Boatment went 
among the Rocks, and catched a Partan *, which 
he held up to ſhow to the Pr. in great Joy. The 
Pr. then took up a Cog Þ in his Hand, and, 
running to the Boatman, deſired to partake of his 


Diverſion, and they foon filled the Cog. 


There was no Houſe, Cottage or Hut nearer than 


two Miles, and that only a poor Hut; whither they 
| reſolved to go. 


When they ſet out, the Pr. took up the Cog full 
of Partans, and marched away with it: But the 


faithful Donald Macleod ſoon ran after him, and de- 


ſired Leave to carry it; but the Pr. would not let 
him, faying, © If I carry this, Donald, then every 
% one of the Company will take more or leſs of 


© our ſmall Baggage, and ſo it will be more equal- - 


& ly divided amongſt us; therefore I'll not part 
« with this.” And accordingly he carried it. 


When they came to the Hut, it was ſo low that 


they were obliged to creep into it upon their Hands 
and Knees: Wherefore Edward Burk was ordered 


to dig Part of the Ground away, to make it eaſier 


to get into 1t, | „ 

At this Hut the Laird of Clanranald went to pay 
his Reſpects to the Pr. and promiſed him all the 
Aſſiſtance he could give him to get him ſafe out of 
the Kingdom: Towards which his Lady afterwards 
aſſiſted ;, for ſhe ſent the Pr. ſix good Shirts, ſome 
Brandy and Wine, and every Thing elſe that was 


neceffary and comfortable; as we ſhall fee in the Se- 


quel. | ; Fan. 
On the 16th, it was thought proper that the Pr. 
ſhould remove from this naſty Hut, and go ſixteen 
Miles farther into the Country, as far as the Moun-

there wait till Fortune would be more favourable; 


having firſt ſent Donald Macleod, in Campbells Boat, 


to the Continent of Scotland, with Letters to Lochiel, | 


and Jobn Murray the Secretary, to know how Af- 
fairs ſtood ; and Donald was to carry Caſh and Brandy 


back with am to the Pr. 


Donald met Lochiel and Murray at the Head of 


Loch- Arkaig; but got no Money from Murray, who 


faid, © He had none to give, having only ſixty 
& Louis-d'ors for himſelf.” _ 

Donald, having received his Letters from Lochiel 
and Murray tor the Pr. purchaſed two Ankers of 
Brandy, at one Guinea each, with much Difficulty. 


c At this Time (ſays Donald) the Pr. looked upon 


& Murray to have been one of his honeſt firm 
« Friends: But, alas! how he was miſtaken!” | 
Donald immediately returned, and found the Pr. 


at Coraaale where he left him, having been eighteen 
Days away upon this Expedition; but found him 


in a better Hut, and having two Cow-hides placed 


upon four Sticks, to prevent the Rain from falling 


upon him when aſleep. During Macleod's Abſence, 


the Pr. diverted and ſupported himſelf and Compa- 


ny with Hunting, Shooting and Fiſhing ; for he 
uſed often to go down to the Foot of the Hill upon 


the Shore, and there go on boatd a ſmall Boat, which 


was rowed a little Way, and then with Hand-lines 


catched Lyths, ſomewhat like a young Cod. The 


Pr. alſo uſed to ſhoot Deer and other Game. 


It is ſurpriſing to think that the Pr. could be kept 
fafs above three Weeks in ſuch a Place, when up- 


wards of an hundred People knew where he was, 
and his Enemies were daily out upon the Scout on 
all Sides. Both Clanranald and us Brother Boijaale 


faw the Pr. at Coradale. 


The Militia about this Time went to the Iſland 


of es lying between the Iſlands of Barra and 


South- U, ft 
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South-Uit, which is about three Miles long and one 
broad, and is the very firſt Britiſh Ground the Pr, 
landed at. The Militia, I ſay, being got thither, 
obliged the Pr. and Company to think of erung 
and ſhifting their Quarters. 

On the 14th of June, the Pr. Oneille, Sullivan; 
| Edward Burk, and his Pilot Donald Macleod, failed 
from the Foot of Coradale in Campbell's Boat, and 
landed in Ouia or Fovaya, an Iſland lying berween 

South-Uiſt and Benbecula. | 

Here they ſtaid four N ights ; ; and, on the 18th, 
the Pr. Oneille, and a Guide, went to Rqſſiniſb, and | 
Sullivan and Macleod were left in Ouia. Here the 
Pr. ſtaid two Nights; and then received Informa- 
tion, that the Militia were coming towards Benbecu- 
la. On this he found it neceſſary to get back again 
to the Foot of Coradale ; but he ſcarce knew what to 
do, as the Militia-boats had been ſome Time between 
Ouia and Rofſmiſh. Donald Macleod and Sullivan, 
hearing of this, ſet ſail in the Night, and brought the 
Pr. from Rofſiniſh to Coradale again: But, meeting 
with a violent Storm and heavy Rain, they were 
forced into Uſhneſs Point, two Miles and a half 
North of Coradale, called Achkir/ide-allich, a Rock 
upon the Shore; in a Cleft of which they took up 
their Quarters. This Storm laſted a whole Day. 

At night, finding their Enemies within two Miles 
of them, they failed again, and arrived ſafely at Ce- 
lieſtiella; from whence they ſteered towards Loch 
Boiſdale; when one on board ſwore there was aLong- 
boat before them in their Way, and no doubt full 
of Marines; ſo would go no farther ; although Do- 
nald Macleod was poſitive of the contrary, aſſuring | 
them, that 1t was nothing but a little Rock in the 
Water, which he knew very well, and which had 
the Appearance of a Boat at a Diftance. Bur yet the 
Sailors would not believe him. So they returned 
| back _ to Celighiella, and ſtaid there that Night; 

| and 
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and next Day got to Loch- Boiſdale; where coy got 
the difagreeable News of Boiſdales being made a 
Priſvner” Sc. When they firſt ſet out from Cora- 
dale for Loch- Boiſdale, they eſpied three Sail within 
Cannon-ſhot of the Shore, by Break of Day; and 
therefore were obliged to return back again to Ce- 
, in South-Uiſt. 

One Day, as the Pr. was falling up and down 
Licb. Boiſdole, Donald Macleod aſked the Pr. * If he 


< once got the C, what he would do with Sir & _ 


« Jexander Macdonald and the Laird of Macleod 2” — 
Oh, Donald! (aid the Pr.) are they not our own 
* People ill, let them do whatever they will? It 
« is not to be imputed as their Fault what they have 
« done; but it is altogether owing: to the Potts 
* Preſident Forbes has over their Judgments in theſe 

« Matters. Beſides, (continues 8 if ever the 
% K — was rd, we ſhould be as ſure of them 
« for Friends as any other whomſoever, they being 
& for thoſe in Power. I blame indeed (ſays the 
« Pr.) young Macleod much more than his Father; 
« for he was introduced to me in France, and 0 | 
« lemnly promiſed me all the Service in his Power; 
„but, when put to the Trial, did not perform the 
« leaſt Tittle of it.“ 

While they were here, Dondld Macleod eſpied 
two Sail, which he took for French Ships, but they 
proved to be Engliſh Men of War; which however 

gave them no Trouble. : 

Here the Pr. reſted ſome Days, ae found himſelf 
in a moſt dreadful Situation; for he had got Intelli- 
gence, that Captain Caroline Scot had landed at Nil- 

bride, within leſs than two Miles of him. This ob- 
liged the Pr. to part from his conſtant Attendants, 
Sullivan, his faithful Pilot Donald Macleod, and 
his Guide Edward Burk, and all the Boat's Crew ; 
keeping only Oneille : And two Shirts was all their 


Baggage. 


When 
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When he parted with Donald Macleod, it was 
with a full Reſolution to meet again at a certain 
Place, but by different Roads. Donald then went 
South about; but all the Men left him, except one: 
Upon which he was obliged to ſink the. Boat, and 
ſhift as well as he could for himſelf. 

The others, after parting with the Pr. ſtaid in 
the Field two Nights, having only the Sails of the 
Boat for a Cover, On the third Night, they went 
farther into the Loch, and reſted thereabouts for 
other two Nights; when they got Sight of ſome of 
the Red-coats; which then forced "them to the 


4 North- ſide of the Loch, 


On the 5th of July, Donald Macleod was taken 
Priioner by Allan Madonald of Knock in Sleat, in the 


Iſle of Sky, a Lieutenant; who, at the ſame Time, 


took Mr. Macdonald of the Family of Glenaladale, 


and Mr. Forreſt a Romiſh Prieſt. 
They were carried from Place to Place, and at 


laſt to Applecroſs Bay, oppoſite to the Iſle of Skyz and 
there put on board the Furnace, Capt. Ferguſon. 
Donald Macleod was immediately carried into the Cab- 
bin, to Gen. Campbell, who examined him very 


 circumſtantaally, 


The General aſked him, If he had been along 
« with the young Pretender?“ —“ Yes, (ſaid Do- 
te zald), I winna deny it.” —*< Do you Know (ſaid the 


„ General) what Money was upon that Gentleman's 
Head? No leſs than 30, ooo J. Sterling; which 
would have made you and your Family happy 
( forever.” —< What then? (replied Donald), what 
though I had gotten it? I could not have enjoyed it 
„ for two Days; Conſcience would have gotten the 


better of me: And although I could have gotten all 


England and Scotland for my Pains, I would not 
„have allowed a Hair of his Body to be touched, if 
el could hinder i it; ſince he threw himſelf under : 


C © my 
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« my Care.” The General ſaid, He could not 
“ much blame him ;” or Words to that Effect. 

Donald was conveyed on Ship-board to Tilbury 
Fort, and thence removed to London; and at laſt was 
diſcharged out of a Meſſenger's Hands (where he 
had been a little Time) on the 1oth of June 1747 3 
which he {aid he would ever after celebrate as the 
Day of his Deliverance. 

Edward Burk, after parting from the Pr. went 
over North-Strand to North-Uiſt, his native Coun- 
try; where he ſkulked in a Hill called Eval, for 
near ſeven Weeks; twenty Days of which he had 
not any Meat, except Dilſe and Lampocks*. A- 
bout this Time a Paper had been read in all the 
Kirks, ſtrictly forbidding all Perſons to give ſo much 
as a Mouthful of Meat to any Rebel, upon Penalty 
of making them ſuffer very ſeverely. —Thus the 
Place appointed to preach the Doctrine of Chriſt, 
was proſtituted to prevent any Perſon from feeding 
the Hungry, or clothing the Naked, &c. 
After various Diſtreſſes, occaſioned chiefly by this 
Order, he at laſt was obliged to hide himſelf in a 
Cave, in North-Uift ; where he was fed by a Shoe- 
maker's Wife in the Night; and, after various Trou- 
bies, is now ſafe, and carries a Chair at Edinburgh; 
not being excepted in the general Act of Grace. 

Donald Macleod ſays, «That the Pr. never ſlept 
ce above three or four Hours at a Time; and in the 
« Morning called for a Chopin ſa Quart] of Wa- 
„% ter, which he drank off at once; firſt inſtilling 
a few Drops out of a little Bottle; which in- 
« deed he did, into every thing that he drank.” 
Thus far, Reader, this Account is taken from the 
Journals and from the Mouths of both Donald Macleod 
and Edward Burk in Scotland; which, after it was 


wrote down, was read to them, and acknowledged = I 


be true and juſt.

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The Pr. having only Oneille with him, now re- 
tired to the Mountains; where he lay that Night, be- 
ing June 18th; and next Day he received Infor- 
mation, that Gen. Campbell was at Bernera, an 
Iſland about two Miles long and one broad, lying 
between North-Uiſt and the Harris, and belongs 
to the Macleods, 

The Pr. had now military Forces on both the 
Land Sides of him, and the Sea on the others, with- 
out any Kind of Veſlel to venture to Sea in ſecurely. 


In this Perplexity, Capt. Oneille thought proper 


to apply to a young Lady called Flora Macdonald; 
who was gone to her Brother's at Milton, in South- 
Liſt, from the Iſle of Sky, to make him a Viſit. 
Here Oneille, having ſome little Acquaintance with 


this young Lady, propoſed to her to aſſiſt the PE. 


to eſcape from thence. 

Miſs Flora Macdonald is Daughter of Mac- 
duonald of Milton, in the Iſland of Uiſt, deſcended 
from Clanranald's Family. Her Father died when 
ſhe was but one Year old, and left one Son and her. 
Her Mother married again to one Hugh Macdonald 
of Armadale, in the Iſle of Sky; and has by him two 
Sons, and two Daughters. This Gentleman 1s e- 
ſteemed the ſtrongeſt Man of the Name of Mac- 
donald. 


of a middle Stature, well ſhaped, a very pretty a- 
greeable Perſon, of great Sprightlineſs in her Looks; 


and abounds with good Senſe, Modeſty, Good-na- 


ture and Humanity, 

Oneille deſired this Lady to go along with him to 
the Pr. and to concert with him, what would be the 
beſt to be done. She objected very much at firſt, 
for Reaſons which ſhe offered. But Oneille con- 
vincing her, that the Pr. 's Situation would not admit, 
either of his going to her, or of any long Delay; 


ſne then at laſt complied: And taking her faithful

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Servant Nei! Mackechan, originally Maclean, with 


} her, ſhe accompanied the Captain to the Pr. where 
#1 every thing neceſſary was concerted, and Miſs pro- 
ma.iſed to uſe her utmoſt to put the Scheme in exe-

Wl then contrived for them: And then ſhe returned to 


Milton again. Oneille promiſed to get about what 
ſhe had propoſed immediately, and to let Miſs Mac- 
k donald know the Anſwer. Oneille tried; but could 
4 not bring the other Scheme to bear: So he then went 
) to Milton, to acquaint Miſs Macdonald therewith ;

1 Purſuant to the Plan laid down, Miſs Flora ſet 


forwards on Saturday, Fune 21. for Clanranald*s 
Houſe, to get Things neceſſary for the Pr.*s Diſ- 
guiſe, Sc. In going to croſs one of the Fords, ſhe 
and her Man Neil Mackechan were taken Priſoners 
by a Party of Militia, becauſe they had no Paſſ- 
ports. She demanded to ſee their Officer: But, be- 
ing told he would not be there till next Morning, 
ſhe aſked what his Name was; and then finding he 
was her Stepfather, ſhe choſe to ſtay there all Night f 
till he ſnould arrive next Day, rather than anſwer | 
their Queſtions : So ſhe was carried into the Guard- 
room, and kept Priſoner till relieved by her Father- | 
in-law; who arrived in the Forenoon on Sunday, F 
June 22. and was not a little ſurpriſed to ſee Miſs *' 
Flora in Cuſtody, e. * 
Miſs Macdonald took him aſide, and told him 
what ſhe was about; and deſired a Paſſport for her- 
ſelf, her Man Mackechan, and for one Betty Burk, 
a Woman who was a good Spinner; and, as her 
Mother had a great Quantity of Lint to ſpin, ſhe. 
alſo defired a Letter to recommend Betty Burk to 
her: All which her Father-in-law conſented to. And 
then Miſs proceeded on her Journey to Clanranald*s 
Houſe, where ſhe acquainted Lady Clanranald with 
£2 4808 the

che Deſign, who was ready to give all the Aſſiſtance 
in her Power. 

Here Miſs ſtaid till Friday the 27th; during which 
Time, Oneille paſſed and repaſſed ſeveral times with 
Meſſages betwirt the Pr. Lady Clanranald, and Miſs 
Flora. | 


The Time Rae being come, Lady Clanra- 
nald, another Macdonald, Mits Flora, md] her Man 


- Mackechan, conducted by Oneille, all went to where 


the Pr. was, at eight Miles Diſtance ; and carried 
with them the Pr.*'s new Dreſs, and ſome other 
things, to ſerve him in his Voyage; particularly, a 


Part of a Bottle of White Wine, being all that the 
military People had left Clanranald. This the Pr. 


took eſpecial care off, and would not taſte one Drop 
of it, but preſerved it for his female Guide. 

When they arrived there, the Pr. was in a little 
Hut or Houſe, aſſiſting in the roaſting his Dinner, 


which was compoſed of the Heart, Liver and Kid- 


neys of a Sheep, or Bullock, upon a wooden Spit. 
Oneille introduced the Pr.*s Viſitors to him; where 


they dined ; and, at Table, the Pr. placed Mis Flora 


on the right, and Lady Clanranald on his left Hand; 
and all the Company ate very heartily. 

Next Morning they heard of Gen. Campbell's Ar- 
rival at Benbecula: And ſoon after, a Scrvart came 
in a great Hurry to Lady Clanranald, and acquaint- 
ed her, „That Captain Ferguſon, with an advan- 


* ced Party of the Campbells Men, were at her 
„„ Houſe; and that the Captain lay in her Bed laſt 
„Night.“ 


This obliged her to return immediately: So, 4 
ter taking Leave of the Pr. ſhe ſet forwards to her 
own Houſe ; where ſhe was ſcarce arrived, before 


Ferguſan began to examine her very ſtrictly. Where 
have you been?” ſays he. She replied, « To ſee 


« a Child that has been ſick, but is now better a- 


e gain.“ The Captain aſked many more each 
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ſuch as, Where the Child lived? How far it was off 
from thence, c.“ Lady Clanranald was taken Pri- 


ſoner ſoon after, and put on board a Man of War; and 


her Huſband was taken, and put on board another, 
and conveyed to the Thames; where, after lying ſome 
time, they were carried up to London; and detained 
there, in Cuſtody of a Meſſenger; the firſt, at Mr. 
Money's; and the latter was, on the 1ſt of November, 


taken into the Cuſtody of Mr. Villiam Dick, along L 
with his Brother of Boiſdale, Capt. Malcom Macleod, 


and Roger Macneal of Barra, Eſq; In Fune fol- 
Jowing, both he and his Lady were diſmiſſed with- 
out being aſked a Queſtion, At the ſame time, Mr. 
Dick brought, from on board of a Ship, John Gor- 
don, Eſq; eldeſt Son of the famous Glenbuctet, who 
was accuſed of reviewing his Father's Troops, al- 
though, by the Help of Dr. T—-r, he had been quite 
blind fix Years before. He was alſo diſcharged in 
Fune following, without being aſked any GI. 

Lady Clanranald and the other Macdonald being 
gone, Miſs told the Pr. to prepare, for it was time to 
go. On which Oneille begged hard to go with 


them: But Miſs Flora would on no account conſent ; 


becauſe there would be too many of them together, 
and they might. therefore be the more taken notice 
of. So the Pr. and he took leave of each other in an 
affectionate Manner. 

The Company being gone, Miſs Macdonald — 
red the Pr. to put on his new Attire; which was 
ſoon done: And, at a proper Time, they removed 
their Quarters, and went near the Water-ſide, where 


their Boat was nigh at hand afloat, to be ready to 
imbark in, in caſe of _ ſudden Attack from the 


Shore. 

Here they arrived i in a very wet Condition; and 
made a Fire upon a Piece of a Rock, to keep them- 
{elves warm till Night. They had not been there 
| long, before they were alarmed by four Wherries full 


of 
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of armed Men, approaching towards the Shore. At 
this Sight they extinguiſhed their Fire as faſt as they 
could, and concealed themſelves in the Heather“. 
Their Fears on this account were however ſoon o- 
ver; for the Wherries failed by, to the Southward, 


within Gunſhot of where they lay, without ever ſtop- 


in 
Gn the 28th of June, about Eight o Clock in the 

Evening, they ſet out in very clear Weather; but 
had not been gone above a League, before the Sea 
became very rough, and at laſt tempeſtuous. The 
Pr. finding Miſs and the Sailors begin to be uneaſy 
at their Situation, ſung them ſeveral Songs; among 
the reſt an old Song made many Years ago on Occa- 
ſion of K. Charles's Reſtoration. By this, and ſome 
merry Stories, the Pr. Kept up their Spirits very 


well. 


Next Morning the Boatmen knew not where they 


- were, having no Compaſs, and the Wind varying 


ſeveral times in the Night, though it was then again 
calm. At laſt however they made the Point of Wa- 
terniſb, in the weſt Corner of Sky; where they ſoon 


tried to land; but found the Place poſſeſſed by a Bo- 
dy of Forces, who had alſo three Boats or Yawls 


near the Shore. A Man on board of one of theſe Boats 


fired at the Pr. and Company, to make them bring 


to; but they rowed away as faſt as they could, being 
all the Chance they had to eſcape, becauſe there were 


ſeveral Men of War within Sight; which would in- 


evitably have followed, had it not been providential- 
ly very calm, and the Ships were at ſome Diſtance. 
The Militia in the three Boats, for want of Oars, 
could not purſue ; but however they ſent up to alarm 
the People in a little Town not far off. Notwith- 
ſtanding the Storm, Miſs Macdonald was lo fati- 


gued, that ſhe fell aſleep in the Bottom of the Boar. 
The Pr. obſerving it, lat cloſe by her, and watched

leſt any thing ſhould fall upon her, or that any of 
the Boatmen in the dark ſhould ſtep upon her : Bat 
| the Sea was fo rough ſhe could not fleep long. 
They got ſafe into a Creek, or Cliff in a Rock; 
and there remained to reſt the Men, who had been 
all Night at Work; and, at the ſame time, to get 
ſome Refreſhment. However, as ſoon as they could, 
ſet forwards again, leſt the Alarm given to 

the Village, ſhould bring down the People upon 
them: Which would have been the Caſe had they 
ſtaid; for they had not gone far, before they obſer- 
ved the People approaching to the Place they had ſo 
lately left. | 

From this Place they went, and landed at K:/bride 
in Troterniſh in the Iſle of Sky, about twelve Miles 
North from the above mentioned Point In this 
Neighbourhood there were alſo ſeveral Militia in 
Search of the Pr. whoſe commanding Officer, Lieu- 
tenant Macleod, was at Sir Alexander Macdonald's, 
the very Houſe Miſs Flora was going to; but ſhe 


55 did not know the Officer was there till ſhe ſaw him. 


At the Boat here Miſs Macdonald left the Pr.

The Boy went off directly; and 
Kingsborough, taking ſome Wine and other Refreſh-

& Kingsborough is walking with. I dare ſay ſhe is

« Cloaths.” Miſs Macdonald replied, “She was an

« before.“ Bleſs me, (quoth the Maid), what 


« long Strides the Jade takes! and how aukwardly

Miſs Macdonald not liking the Maid's Obſervati- 
ons, and knowing they were near the Place where 
the Pr. and K:ngsborough were to turn out of the 


common Road, and that it was not proper to let 


Mrs. Macdonald's Man and Maid Servant ſee which 
Route the Pr. and Kingsborough took; ſhe therefore 


| called out to Mrs. Macdonald to ride faſter ; for 


* (ſays ſhe) we ſhall be late out.” This was com- 
plied with, and they ſoon loſt Sight of the two on 
Foot ; who, preſently after, turned out of the com- 


mon Road, to avoid the Militia, and went over the 
Hills S. S. E. till they arrived at Kingsborough's 


Houſe, which was about Eleven o' Clock at Night, 
on Sunday, Fune 29. in a very wet Condition, ha- 


ving had much Rain, and having walked ſeven long 
Miles. Miſs Macdonald arrived about the ſame 


Time along the Highway, having parted with Nn! 
Macdonald, her Servant and Maid. 

Oneille, after parting from Miſs Macdonald, went 
and met Sullivan, who was yet upon the Iſland; 


when, about two Days after the Pr. and Oneille had 


parted, a French Cutter, having 120 Men on board, 
went to the Iſle of South-LUiſt, intending to carry off 


che Pr. who they were informed was there. Sul- 
livan

livan went immediately on board; while Oneille 
went to ſeek for the Pr. hoping he might meet with 
him before he and Miſs Macdonald ſhould leave the 
Iſland. But Oneille finding the Pr. had left the 
Iſland two Days before, returned to the Place where 
he had left the Cutter. But, unhappily for him, the 
Veſſel was gone about three Hours before: For the 
timorous Sullivan, having a fair Wind, had not 
Courage to ſtay, and try to ſave the Pr. and Oneille; 
but ſer fail directly, left he ſhould be taken, and 
| Joſe his precious Life. There were two ſmall 
Wherries, juſt within Sight; which might indeed, in 
ſome meaſure, excuſe Sullivan's Hurry. Both the 
Wherries were filled with thirty armed Men, which 
were ſent out by an Engliſh Officer after this very 
Cutter ; but could not get near her. 

Oneille was ſoon after taken Priſoner : But, be- 
ing a foreign Officer, was only a Priſoner of War. 
He was put on board a Man of War; where, in a 
little Time after, he ſaw Miſs Macdonald a Priſoner 
alſo, for doing what he had been the Inſtrument of 
bringing about. He was afterwards conveyed to 
| Berwick upon Tweed, and, after ſome Time, ſent 
home according to the Cartel. But co return:

«© for I am ſleepy and undreſſed; ſo I cant ſee her 
„ To-night.” 

In a ſhort Time, King ſborough's Daughter went 
up in as great Hurry as Surpriſe, crying out, 
« Mamma! Mamma! my Father has brought hither 
da very odd, muckle, ill- ſhaken-up Wife“ as ever 
4 I faw; nay, and has taken her into the Hall 
to.“ 

She had ſcarce ſaid this We King ſborough him- 
ſelf went into the Room, and deſired his Wife to 
dreſs again as faſt as ſhe could, and get ſuch Meat 
as they had ready for Supper. — *< Who have you 
c with you, (ſays Mrs. Macdonald) 94, You ſhall 
& know 5 (replied he) in good Time; only make 
*“ haſte,” 

Mrs. Macdonald then deſired her Daughter to go 
and fetch the Keys which ſhe had left in the Hall. 


The Girl went, and ſoon ran back again in a great 


Hurry, and ſaid, Mamma! Mamma! I can't go 
in for the Keys; becauſe the muckle Woman is 
ce walking up and down the Hall, and I am afraid 
of her, [meaning the Pr. J.“ Mrs. Macdonald 
then went herſelf, but “ was ſo frightened (as ſhe 
&« ſaid) at ſceing ſick a muckle Trollop of a Car- 
<« Jing make ſick lang Strides through the Hall, 
cc that ſhe did not like her Appearance ;” and then 
The defired her Huſband to fetch them; but he would 
not: So ſhe was obliged at laſt to go herſelf. 

When ſhe went into the Room, the Pr. was fit- 
ing; but got up immediately, and ſaluted her. Mrs. 
Macdonald then began to tremble, having found a 
rough Beard, imagining it was ſome diſtreſſed No- 
bleman or Gentleman in Diſguiſe z but never dream- 
ed it was the Pr.

« Beſides, to make a formal Supper, would make 
<« the Scrvants ſuſpect ſomething ; the leſs Ceremo- 
ny therefore the better; make haſte, and come to 
« Supper yourſelf.” —< I come to Supper! (fays 
« ſhe), I know not how to behave before Maj -V. 
«© You mult come, (replied K:ng borough); for the 
“ Pr. will not eat one Bit without you; and you'll 
find it no difficult Matter to behave before him, 
& ſo obliging and eaſy is he in his Converſation.” 

I hope the Reader will excuſe me for giving this 
Dialogue in their own Words; not being able to 
give a better Idea of the Figure the Pr. muſt have 
made, and of the Diſtreſs he was in, than in their 

own Way of expreſſing their Meaning, 
At Supper, the Pr. placed Miſs Flora at his right 
Hand, (always paying her the greateſt Reſpect where- 
ever ſhe was, and always riſing up whenever ſhe en- 
| tered the Room), and Mrs. Macdonald at his left, 
He made a plentiful Supper; eating four Eggs, 
ſome Collops, Bread and Butter ; drank two Bottles 
of ſmall Beer at Supper; and then, calling for a 
Bumper of Brandy, he drank Health and Profperity 
to his Landlord and Landlady ; and, after Supper, 
ſmoked a Pipe. Having been ſo much afflicted _ 
| . c the 
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the Toothach in his Wanderings, he was obliged to 
ſmoke, to obtain ſome Mitigation of his Pain; and 
he was often obliged to uſe the ſame Pipe, till it was as 
black as Ink, and worn or broken to the very Stump. 
After drinking a few Glaſſes of Wine, and finiſhing 
his Pipe, the Pr. went to Bed, 

When the Pr. and King ſborough were going from 
Mouggeſtot to King ſborough, the Pr. ſaid, „he pro-

« Houſe]; for he had no manner of Buſineſs there, 


* nor owed any Viſit,” — < PII tell you, (faid the 
Pr.), you could not avoid going; for I have been 


<.'the particular Care of Providence, which ſent you

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« thither on my Account, there being no Perſon 


« elle who could aſſiſt me.” 


Both King ſborough, his Wife, and Miſs Flora Mac- 
donald, were particularly aſked, Whether the Pr. 
had the Itch, as ſome of the Scribblers gave out ? 
And they all declared, they never ſaw a Perſon 
freer from it, not having a Spot to be ſeen ; which 
they wondered at, conſidering what he had under- 


gone. | 
Alter the Pr. was gone to bed, Mrs. Abe | 

deſired Miſs Flora to relate the Pr. s Adventures as 
far as ſhe knew of them; which ſhe did: And, 


when ſhe had concluded her Story, Mrs. Macds- 
nald aſked her, What was become of the Boat- 
* men who brought them to that Iſland ?? Mis 
replied, They went back again directly for South- 
« Ut.” —< (That was wrong, (ſays Mrs. Mac- 
* donald); for you ſhould have kept them on this 
« Side, for ſome time at leaft, till the Pr. could 
** have got farther from his Purſuers. — 

As Mrs. Macdonald conjectured, ſo it proved: For 
the Boatmen were immediately ſcized on their Re- 


turn; and, being threatened with the Torture, or 


Death, (both which are abſolutely againſt our Law, 
but is what we muſt expect when ruled by thoſe we 
pay); by theſe Threats and Torture, I ſay, the 
Men revealed all they knew; and gave a Deſcri- 


ption of the Gown, being a Linen or Cotton Gown, 
with purple Sprigs thickly ſtamped, and a white 
Apron. This Thought of Mrs. Macdonald deter- 


mined Miſs Flora to deſire the Pr. to change his 


Dreſs, as we ſhall find preſently he did; being him- 


ſelf not willing to march any farther in that Dreſs, 
having found it too troubleſome the Day before. 

This great Feaſt which the Pr. had got, being 
the moſt material Refreſhment he had met with for 


a long Time, agreed ſo well with him, that he flept 


nine or ten Hours without Interruption z whereas 
commonly 
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eommonly he ſeldom required above three or four 
Hours Reſt. 

Morning being come and far advanced, Mik 
Macdonald began to be afraid, leſt the Pr. lying too 
long, ſhould give his Enemies Time to overtake 
him; and therefore deſired Kingsborough to go into 
his Room, and call him up; who, with much Per- 
ſuaſion, went: But, finding the Pr. in fo ſound a 
Sleep, would not awaken him; and ſo retired quiet- 
ly out of the Room again. But, every thing being 
ſoon after ready for his Journey, Miſs Macdonald in- 
ſiſted, that Kingsborough ſhould call him up; with 
which he complied : And, having awakened the Pr. 
aſked him how he had reſted. And the Pr repli- 
ed, © Never better in my Life; for I have not ſlept 
c ina Bed a long time before this.” 7 

Although the Pr. was to change his Dreſs, it was 
thought neceſſary to leave the Houſe in the ſame 
Habit he arrived; becauſe, in caſe of a Purſuit, it 
would prevent the Servants from Auer iwing the Dreſs 
he was to travel in. 

When the Pr. had dreſſed himſelf, except his 
Head, the Ladies went into his Chamber to pin his 
Cap, put on his Apron, and to dreſs his Head. Be- 
fore Miſs put on the Cap, Mrs. Macdonald defired 
her in Erſe, to aſk the Pr. for a Lock of his Hair; 
which Miſs refuſed to do, ſaying, „Can't you aſk 
_ « him yourſelf?” The Pr. finding they were diſ- 
puting about ſomething, defired to know what it 
was; and then Mrs. Macdonald told him her Re- 
queſt, which he immediately granted; and, . laying 
his Head on Miſs Flora's Lap, bade her cut off a 
Lock; which ſhe did, and gave Mrs. Macdonald one 
Half, and kept the other herſelf. | 

The Pr. being dreſſed, got his Breakfaſt, took 
his leave of his Landlady, and then he and King / 
borough, with a Bundle of highland Cloaths under 


bis _ went to a 0 not far from Kings- 
Borough;

borough, and there changed his Dreſs. This being 
done, the Pr. embraced King ſborough in his Arms, 
and bade him a long and happy Adieu; and, in a 
moſt affectionate Manner, thanked him for his Ser- 
vicesz and aſſured him he would never forget them. 
They both wept; and a few Drops of Blood fell 
from the Pr.*'s Noſe. Kingsborough then ſent a 


Guide with the Pr. to Portree or Purtree, that is, 


in Erſe, Port-Ree, King*s-Port, through all the 
By-ways; while Miſs Flora went on Horſeback by 
another Road, thereby the better to gain Intelli- 
gence, and to prevent a Diſcovery. This Place is 
ſeven long Miles from K:ngsboroygh.—The Gown 
the Pr. had on, was a Linen, or Cotton, having a 
white Ground, with Purple-coloured Flowers . 
Kingsborough had ſent a Perſon before, to procure 

a Boat, and every thing elſe neceſſary towards the 
Pr.*s Eſcape. The Pr. being arrived ſafe here, a- 
gain met his female Preſervatrix; and this was the 
laſt time they ſaw each other. The Pr. and Miſs 
Macdonald were both very wet; and ſtaid no longer 

there, than to dry their Cloaths, and to get ſuch little 
Refreſhment as the Place afforded ; which took up 
about two hours Time: And then the Pr. took leave 
of Miſs Flora Macdonald, returning her his ſincere 
Thanks for her kind Aſſiſtance ; and greatly lament- 
ed, that he had not a Macdonald to go on with him 
tothe End. e 

According to my Method hitherto, J muſt give 
the Reader the remaining Hiſtory of Kingsborough 
and Miſs Macdonald, before I go any farther with the 
Pr. . 

About fix or eight Days after the Pr. left Sky, 
Captain Ferguſon followed him in hot Purſuit, And, 
from the Boatmen who were taken at, or in their Re-

ry ſtrictly ; and, hearing only of Miſs Flora Mat do- 
nald, went to Kingsborough ; and there examined Mr. 
and Mrs. Macdonald, and Mrs. Aune Macalaſter their 
Daughter. 

The Captain firſt found Kingsborough ; and aſked 
him ſeveral Queſtions, ſome of which he anſwered, 
and others he either could or would not anſwer; ang 
told the Captain he had better aſk Mrs. Macdonald, 
who could give proper Anſwers. Kingsborough ac- 
cordingly called Mrs. Macdonald; and ſaid, © That 
Captain Ferguſon was come to aſk her ſome Que- 
e ſtjons about her late Gueſts,” —< If Ferguſon (lays 
ce ſhe) is to be my Judge, then God have mercy on 
« my Soul.” Ferguſon aſked her why ſhe ſaid fo ? 
She replied, Becauſe the whole World ſay you are 
“% a very cruel, hard-hearted Man: And indeed I 
don't like to go through your Hands.” 

Ferguſon then aſked Kingsborough, where Miſs 
Macdonald, and the Per ſon in Womens Cloaths who 
was with her, lay? Kingsborough replied, «+ He 
«© knew where Miſs Flora lay; but as for Servants, 
<< he never aſked any Queſtions about them.” 
The Captain then aſked Mrs. Macdonald, Whe- 
<« ther ſhe laid the Young Pretender and Miſs Flo- 
„ ra in the ſame Bed?” To which ſhe anſwered, 
Sir, Whom you mean by the Young Pretender, I 
do not pretend to gueſs: But I can aſſure you, it 
js not the Faſhion in Sky, to lay the Miſtreſs and 
Maid in the ſame Bed together.” — The Captain 


then deſired to ſee the Rooms wherein each lay 3 

which were ſhewn : And he then remarked, that 

the Room the ſuppoſed Maid-ſervant laid in, was

| Kingsborough was taken Priſoner, and carried to 
3 z and was there Plundered of his Shoe- 

ENG, 
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buekles, Garters, Watch, and Money; and, in a 
few Hours after, thrown into a Dungeon, heavily 
loaded with Irons. While he was Priſoner, one of 
the Captains of the Eugliſb Forces went to him, and 
_ aſked him, „If he could tell the Pr.* Head if he 
« {awit?” Kingsborough, trembling at the Thought 
of the Pr. being murdered, replied, „He could not 
* engage for that, unleſs it was joined to the Body.“ 
Kingsborough was removed hence to Edinburgh Caſtle, 
under a ſtrong Guard of K;ngftor”s Light Horſe; who 
entered the City with Sound of Trumpet, and Bear 
of Kettle-drums: A Thing very uncommon in ſuch 
a Caſe, He was at firſt put into the ſame Room 
with Major Macdonald, Mr. George Moir Laird of 
 Leckie, Mr. Thomas Ogilvie, and Mr. Samuel Thom; 
but was ſoon after removed into a Room by himſelf, 
without being allowed to croſs the Threſhold ; and 
none were permitted to fee him, except the Officer 
upon Guard, the Serjeant, and Keeper; which laſt 
was appointed to attend him as Servant, He was 
here kept till the Act of Grace; and was then diſ- 
charged on the 4th of Fuly 1747; having been con- 
fined a Year, for giving one Night's Lodging tothe Pr. 
King sborough was once diſcharged, whilſt at For!- 
Auguſtus, by Miſtake, for another of the fame Name; 
but Lord Albemarle, finding out the Miſtake, ſoon 
ſent a Party after him, who overtook him at Sir A. 


lexander Macdonald's, juſt as he was going to bed. 


By this means he had an Opportunity of hearing 
from Sir Alexander's own Mouth, what a Rage a 
certain Great Officer was in, when he found Krngs- 
borough a Priſoner at Fort-Augyſtus; what horrid 
and ſhocking Oaths and Imprecations he threw out 
againſt Kingsborough, for not ſecuring the Pr. and 
ſwore, „he would have him hanged at any rate.” 
All which Sir Alexander was a Witneſs to, 

Miſs Macdonald, having taken leave of the Pr. 
left Portree immediately, and went to her Mother's 
Ju | E 2 at 
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at Seat, croſſed the Country, and had a very fati- 
guing Journey; but ſhe neither told her Mother, 
nor any other Perſon, what Errand ſhe had been a- 
bour. 

One Macleod of Taliſtar, an Officer i in one of the 
independent Companies, deſired one of the Macdo- 
aids, who lives four Miles from Seat, to ſend for 
Miſs Flora, and examine her about what had hap- 
pened. Accordingly, about eight or nine Days after 
Miis Flora got home, ſhe received a Meſſage from 
this Macdonald tor her to go to his Houſe as ſoon 
as ſhe could. 

Miſs Flora, 1 not a little ſuſpiciqus of the 
Deſign, thought proper to communicate to her 
Friends what ſhe had done, and conſult them as to 
what ſhe ſhould do. Upon which they adviſed her 
not to go; at leaſt not to go till next Day: But ſhe 
was reſolved to go; and accordingly ſer out very 
. Joon after. 
She had not gone far on the Road, before ſhe 
met her Father-in-law returning home. To him 
ſhe told every thing that had happened from her lea- 
ving him in her Way to Clanranald's Houſe, ta 
that Time; as alſo what ſhe was then Shout, and 
what ſhe Rotary to ſay upon Examination. 

She had not gone far, after parting from her Fa- 
ther-in-law, before ſhe was taken Priſoner by an Of- 
ficer and a Party of Soldiers, who were going to her 
Mother's to ſearch for her. They carried her im- 
mediately on board a Ship, without ſuffering her ei- 
ther to go and get her Cloaths and Linen, or to 
take leave of her Friends. | 

She was carried on board the Furnace, Capt. Firs 
guſon; which put her under terrible Apprehenſions, 
on account of that Captain's reputed Inhumanity and 
Cruelty, which was ſpread through the whole Coun- 
try. But, very lucky for her, Gen. Campbell was 
bo hoard ; ; who gave I * chat Muſs woe 
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be uſed with the utmoſt Civility and Reſpect; that 
ſhe ſhould have a Maid-ſervantz and that they two 
ſhould have one of the Lieutenants Cabbins to them 
ſelves, forbidding every Perſon to go into it with- 
out her Leave or Conſent, This Favour I have 
heard Miſs Flora acknowledge many times. 

About three Weeks after ſhe was thus a Priſoner, 
the Ship being very near her Mother's, Gen. Camp- 
bell permitted her to go on Shore to take leave of 
her Friends, but yet in Cuſtody of two Officers and 
a Party of Soldiers; however ſhe was not to ſpeak 
any thing in Erſe, nor any thing except what the 
Officers heard. So ſhe ſtaid about two Hours, and 
then returned again to the Ship. 

When ſhe went from home, and was taken Pri- 
ſoner, ſhe, upon her Examination, told, „That 
«© ſhe had ſeen a great luſty Woman, who came to 
c the Water-ſide as ſhe [Miſs Flora] was going into 
« the Boat; and told her, that ſhe [the ſuppoſed 
“ luſty Woman] was a Soldier's Wife, and was left 
on the Iſland without Friends, Meat or Money, 
e and deſired that ſhe [Miſs Flora] would give her 
„a Place in the Boat, that ſhe might get to the 
„ Continent of Scotland to her Huſband ; and that 
« ſhe [Miſs Macdonald] granted the Requeſt : And 
* that, when they landed in Sky, ſhe [Miſs Flora] 

c went directly to Sir Alexander Macdonald*s; and 
„ the luſty Woman went on her own Way, thank- 
ing her {Mix Flora] for the Favour.” This Story 
Mi: at firſt told : But, when ſhe got to Gen, Camp- 
bell, ſhe found the Boatmen who had conveyed her 
to Sky, were taken, and had told all they knew of 
the Matter; therefore ſhe acknowledged and told the 
whole Truth. | 

Miſs Macdonald was removed on board Commo- 

dore (now Admiral) Smith's Ship; where ſhe was 


1 wu treated, and he was very Kind to For 
or

For which, when ſhe was in London, ſhe fat for her 
Picture at his Requeſt. | 
The Ship on which ſhe was aboard was ſome 
time in Leith Road: And, from that Time being 
conveyed from Place to Place, ſhe was at laſt, on 
November 28. 1746, put on board the Royal Sove- 
reign, lying at the Nore; whence, on the 6th of De- 
cember following, ſhe was removed to London, in 
Cuſtody of Mr. William Dick a Meſſenger, having 
been five Months on Ship-board. In this Meſſen- 
ger's Cuſtody ſhe remained till Jay 1747; when 
ſhe was diſcharged, without being aſked any Que- 
ftions, and returned to Edinburgh. 

This Relation is taken from the Remainder of Oneille*s 
Journal, and from the Mouths of Kingſborough, bis 
Lady, and Miſs Flora Macdonald. | 

Having concluded the Hiſtory of King ſborough 
and Miſs Macdonald, I muſt now return to the Pr. 

ain, 

King. ſboroug h having ſent to the Laid of Raſay, 
to defire his Aſſiſtance, Capt. Malcolm Macleod, 
(who had been an Officer under the Pr. and was 
at the Battles of Faikirk and Culloden), and Murdoch 
Macleod, third Son of Raſay, (who was alſo at the 
Battle of Culloden, and was there wounded in the 
Shoulder by a Muſket-ſhot), met the Pr. at Portree 
in the Ifle of Sky, where Miſs Macdonald left him. 
This was on Monday Night, June 30. when it was 
very dark; having come in a ſmall Boat that would 
pary contain ſix or ſeven Men. 3 

They ſtaid but a little Time after their A 
and then they attended the Pr. to the ſmall Boat, 
wherein John Macleod the young Laird of Raſay 
was waiting, being deſirous of ſeeing what ſort of 
Man the Pr. was. They ſet out immediately; there 
being in the Boat only the Pr. Capt. Malcolm Mac- 
leod his Guide, the young Laird of Raſay, and his 


Brother Murdocb, the two Boatmen, vis, John Mac- 
kenzie 
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kenzie and Donald Macfrier, who had both _ out 
in the Pr.'s Service; the one a Serjeant, and the 
other a private Man, Early in the Morning on 
Fuly 1. they, arrived ſafe at Glam in Raſay, being 
fix Miles“. They ſtaid here two Days and a half, 
in a mean low Hut; and young Raſay brought the 
Pr. a Lamb and a Kid in the Corner of his Plaid. 
They were obliged to lie on the bare Ground, ha- 
ving only a little Heath for a Pillow. 

There was a Man went into this Iſland to ſell a 
Roll of Tobacco: But, after he had ſold the Tobac- 
co, he continued ſtrolling up and down the Iſland, 
in an idle Way, for twelve or fourteen Days, with 
out having any apparent Buſineſs; which made the 
People of the Iſland ſuſpect he was a Spy. 

When the Pr. and Malcolm were in the Hut, the 
Captain ſaw this very Man approaching towards 
them. On which Malcolm was determined to ſhoot 
him through the Head, to prevent his going to tell 
Tales. No, Malcolm, (ſays the Pr. taking hold 
c of him), God forbid that any innocent Man ſhould 
<« ſuffer by us. If we can but keep ourſelves ſafe, 
cc let us not take that from any Perſon, which we 
can't reſtore to him again;“ and would not al- 
low the Captain to ſtir, Malcolm had the more 
Reaſon to ſuſpect this Man to be a Spy, becauſe 
this Hut was not near any Road, But howeyer, 
luckily for the Man, he paſſed by without ever of- 
. fering to look into it; which if he had attempted, 
Malcolm was determined to have ſhot him, in order 
to preſerve themſelves. 

On Juby 3. the Pr. propoſed. going to Tro- 
terniſb in Sky, although it blew very hard, and had 
no other than the ſmall Boat above mentioned; and 
accordingly ſet forward about Seven o*Clock in the 
Evening, having the ſame Company to attend him, 


But I muſt advertiſe the Reader, that all the Miles I have, 
or may mention in this Account, are Sc Miles, 
| They 
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They had not gone far, before the Wind blew 
harder; and the Crew begged to return back again. 
But the Pr. encouraged them; and told them, That 
ie as Providence had carried him through ſo many 
« Dangers, he did not doubt of the ſame Care as be- 
fore: And then ſang them a merry Highland 
Song. The Waves waſhed very frequently into the 
Boat, and Malcolm was ſufficiently employed 1 in la- 
ving the Water out again. 

About Eleven o' Clock at Night they landed at a 
Place i in the Iſland of Sky, called Nicholſon's Great 
Rock, near Scorobreck in Troterniſh, being about ten 
Miles from Glam in Raſay. When they got to the 
Rock, it was bad Landing; and the Pr. was the third 
Man who jumped into the Water, and helped to 
hale the Boat up to dry Ground. 

The Pr. had on a great Riding-coat ; which be- 
ing wet through, and the Rock they were going 
up being very ſteep, Malcolm defired the Pr. to let 
him carry it: But he would by no means conſent; 
alledging, he was as able to carry it as the Ca- 
<< ptain.” They travelled thus to a Byre“ belong- 
ing to one Mr. Nicholſon, about two Miles from 
Scorobreck. | 

Here the Pr. and Company ove up their Quar- 
ters; and Malcolm would have had the Pr. to put 
on a driet Shirt, and take ſome Sleep. He would 

not change his Shirt; but Sleep at laſt ſeized him as he 
fat. He often ſtarted in his Sleep; and, ſighing deep, 
would ſay, Ah! poor England! poor England!” 

The Pr. after ſome little Time awakened ; and, 
finding Malcolm upon the Watch, earneſtly deſired | 
him to take ſome Reſt ; who at that Time would 
not: But, the Pr. renewing his Requeſt again, the 
Captain thought, perhaps he might want to ſay 
ſomething to the reſt of the Company in private; 
and therefore the Captain went out for a little An. 


®:4 Cow-houſe. | Th 
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The two Brothers and the Boatmen here left the 
Pr. and returned; the Pr, promiſing to meet the 
younger at Commiſtinnawogg, another Place in the 
_ fame Iſland. | 

The Pr. and Malcolm ſtaid here eight Hours in 
all, without any kind of Refreſhment, not even ſo 
| much as a Fire to dry their Cloaths with. | 

On the 4th, about Seven o*Clock in the Morning, 
they left the Byre ; the Captain paſſing for the Ma- 
ſter, and the Pr. for the Man, who always carried 


the little Baggage, whenever they ſaw any Perſon, ' 


or came near any Village: And at thoſe Times, when- 
ever he ſpoke to the Captain, or the Captain to 
him, he always pulled off his Bonnet. 

They marched through the worſt Ways in Eu- 
rope, going over Hills, wild Moors and Glens 
without halting, till they arrived at E/llagol, or ra- 
ther Elligbuill, near to Killmaree or Kilvory in 
Strath ; and near to a Place in ſome Maps called 
Ord, in the Laird of Mackinnon's Country, and not 
far from where that Laird lived; having walked 
twenty four Miles at leaſt. 

In their Travelling, the Brandy Bottle was near 
cout, having only one Dram in it; which the Pr. 
would force Malcolm to drink, declaring, © He want- 
& ed none himſelf ;? which Malcolm then took, and 
afterwards hid the Bottle, which he has found fince. 
In their Road, the Pr. ſaid, © Suppoſe, Malcolm, 
we two ſhould meet any body, who ſhould at- 
ce tempt to kill or take us, what ſhall we do? 

« That depends upon their Numbers, (replied Mal- 
« colm): For if there be no more than four of them, 
ce I'll engage to manage two.“ “ And Pl engage 
< to manage the other two,” (faid the Pr.) 


The Pr. obſerving to Malcolm, that his own 


rthe Pr.%s] Waiſtcoat was rather too good for a Ser- 
vant, being a Scarlet Tartan, with a Gold- twiſt 
F Button, 
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Button, propoſed to change with him ; which was 
accordingly done. 
As they were approaching near Strath, Mackin- | 


non's Country, the Captain ſuggeſted to the Pr. that 


now he was coming to a Country where he would 
be known, and therefore might be diſcovered in e- 
very Corner of it, as Mackinnon's Men had been out in 
his Service; and that therefore he muſt be more diſ- 
guiſed. To do which, the Pr. put on a dirty Napkin, 
and his Bonnet over it; putting his Wig into his 
Pocket. But nothing (ſays Malcolm) could di- 


« guiſe his majeſtick Mien and Carriage.“ 


They no ſooner were arrived in S!rath, than they 
met two of Mackinnon's Men who had been out. 
with them in the Expedition, They ſtared at the 
Pr. and ſoon knew him; and, with lifted-up Hands, 
they burſt into Tears on ſceing him in ſuch Diſtreſs. 


The Captain deſired they would take care what they 


did, and compoſe themſclves ; for. otherwiſe they 
would diſcover who the Pr. was by their Concern: 


Which they complicd with as well as they could. And 
then Malcolm ſwearing them to Sccrecy, diſmiſſed 


them; and they proved faithful. 
Being come near the Place they propoſed going 


to, Malcolm told the Pr. that he had a Siſter mar- 
Tried to one Jobn Mackinnon, a Captain in the Pr.“s 
Army: And then he adviſed the Pr. to fit down at 


a little Diſtance from the Houſe, whilſt he. [the Ca- 
ptain] went into the Houſe, and ſhould: inquire of 
his Siſter, or her Huſband, whether any of their 


Enemies were in that Neighbourhood in queſt of 


him? and likewiſe to know, whether he [ Malcolm] 


could be fafe there with her; telling the Pr. he was 
ſtill to paſs as his Servant Lewis Caw. 


Malcolm went, and found, his Siſter at hangs but 
her Huſband was out: And, after the uſual Compli- 


ments at mecting, he told her, b* That he was come 


{6 <p toy ſome ittle Time: there, n there 
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ee was no Party of the military People about them, 
* and that he could be ſafe.” She gave a ſuitable 
Anſwer; and then he told her, „He had no Per- 
* ſon along with him, except one Lewis Caw, Son 
* of Mr. Caw Surgeon in Crief, who had been out 
< in the late Affair, and conſequently in the ſame 
Situation with himſelf; and that he was to paſs as 
Malcolm's Servant,” She very readily agreed to 


take him, and Lewis Caw, as the Pr. was called, 5 


into the Houſe. 


When Lewis entered the Houſe with the Bag- 


gage on his Back, and the Napkin on his Head, he 
took off his .. made a low Bow, and ſat at a 
Diſtance from his Maſter. But the Captain's Siſter 
could not help looking at Leis, obſerving ſome- 
thing very uncommon about him. 

The Captain deſired his Siſter to give them ſome 
Proviſions; for he was almoſt famiſhed with Hunger. 
The Proviſions were ſoon ſet out. And then the Ca- 


ptain called to poor fick Lewis, to draw near, and eat 


with him, as there was no Company in the Houſe. 
Lewis ſeemed very backward, alledging he knew 
better Manners, But, his Maſter ordering him again, 
he obeyed, and drew nearer z but ſtil] kept off his 
Bonnet. 


After having got ſome Refreſhment, the Captain 


deſired the Maid-ſervant to waſh his Feet ; which 
being done, he defired her then to waſh his Man' 8. 
But ſhe replied, © That tho' ſhe had waſhed his the 
« Captain's], yet ſhe would not waſh that Jubberly 
e Town his Servant's.“ But the Captain told her, 
His Servant was not well; and therefore he aſked 
<« her to do it.” She then undertook it; but rub- 
bed his Feet ſo hard, that ſhe hurt him very much. 
On which the Pr. ſpoke to the Captain in ZEnghſh, 
to deſire her not to rub ſo hard, nor go ſo far up with 
her Hand, he having only a Philibeg on 
After this Refreſhment, both the Pr. and the Ca- 


2 ptain 
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Ptain, went to geep. During which Time, the Ca- 
ptain's Siſter went to the Top of a Hill, to keep watch, 
left they ſhould be ſurpriſed. 

The Pr. did not ſleep above two Hours; though 
the Captain, being weary, ſlept much longer. But 
when he awaked, he ſaw the Pr. dandling a Child, 
and ſinging to it, and ſcemed as alert as if he had 
been in Bed all Night. Who knows (ſays the 
Pr. ) but this Boy may hereafter be a Captain 1 in my 
« Service ?” | 

The Captain being thoroughly awake, and hear- 
ing his Brother-in-law was coming, went out to meet 
him. After uſual Ceremonies, Malcolm aſked him, 
If he ſaw thoſe Ships of War (pointing to them) 
that were at a diſtance hovering about the Coaſt?” - 

— Yes, ſaid Mr. Mackinnon,” — “ What, ſays 
60 „ Malroln, if the Pr. be on board one of them?” — 
« God forbid, (replied Mackinnon).” — < What, 
« faid Malcolm, if he was here, John? Py you think 
ce he would be ſafe enough ?? — < I wiſh we had 
„ him here, (replied Fobn); for he would be 14 
« enough, and nothing would hurt him here,” 
„Well then, (replied Malcolm), he is now in n 
Houſe: But, when you go in, you muſt not take 
c“ any notice of him, leſt the Servants or others ob- 
“ ſerve you; for he paſſes for one Lewis Caw my 
Servant.“ — 7ohn promiſed very fair: But he no 
ſooner ſaw the Pr, in that Condition, than he burſt 


out into a Flood of Tears; which Malcolm obſerving, 1 


obliged John to retire immediately. 

When the Pr. and Malcolm were alone, the Ca- 
Ptain deſired he would tell him the Perils he had al- 
ready eſcaped. Which being told, Malcolm ſeemed 
amazed. Upon which the Pr. replied, © "This is 
nothing to what I am to undergo : But Provi- 
% dence will guard me through the whole, as well 
eas it has hitherto done. What I have undergone, 
«126 a Leſſon I wiſh every Pr, underwent before he 
_ „came 
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« came to govern; for it would then give him an In- 
„ ſight into the diſtreſſed Situation of his Subjects; 
« and be thereby a Means to make him cautious, 
«© not wantonly to throw away their Riches.” 
After much more of this ſort of Converſation, 
they began to conſult how the Pr. was to get to the 
noma of Scotland; and both agreed not to let 
the Laird of Mackinnon know of their being ther 
on account of his being ſo old. They then called 
in Fobn Mackinnon, and deſired him 44 go and hire 
a Boat, as if for Malcolm only and made Fohn pro- 
miſe not to communicate any thing of what he had 
heard or ſeen about them to the Laird, if he and 
Fohn ſhould chance to meet. 

John havinghis Inſtructions, ſet forwards; but, ſoon 
meeting with his old Chieftain, he could not refrain 
letting him into the Secret. | 

The good old Man hearing John's Relation, or- 
dered him to. give himſelf no Trouble about the 
Boat; for that he [the Laird] would provide a good 
one, and would ſoon be with the Pr. 

Jobn returned, and told the Pr. what had hap- 
pened, and that the Laird would ſoon be with him. 
Malcolm then ſaid to the Pr. As the Caſe now 
* ſtands, it will be beſt to leave all the Manage- 
ment to the old Gentleman; who will be firm to 
«& his Tryuft.” The Pr; notwithſtanding this, was 
uneaſy at the Thought of parting with his faithful 
Captain. But Malcolm repreſented to the Pr, that, 

as he [the Captain] had been ſome time abſent, the 
military People might purſue him upon Suſpicion 
and, if ſo, he might be the Cauſe of the Pr. 's being 
taken alſo. But, if I return, and ſhould be taken 
« Priſoner, (faid Malcolm), which may very likely 
ce be the Caſe, it will yet enable me to prevent ſo 
c quick. a Purſuit after you; becauſe, as I am alone, 
2 I can tell my own Tale without being confront- 


ed, and can ſend them upon a wrong Scent. For 
« mylelf 
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« myſelf (continued Malcolm) I care not; but for 
& you Iam much afraid. And, as T'can do you more 
« Service by leaving, than ſtaying with you, I de- 
« fire you'll follow the Laird of Mackinnon*s Directi- 
« ons.” The Pr. at laſt conſented; and juſt at that 
Time the old Gentleman got to them, and told them 
he had got the Boat ready. Upon which they ſet out 
for it directly; being accompanied thither by John 
Mackinnon alſo; who even went with his Laird to 
the Continent of Scotland, and faw the Pr. ſafe land- 
ed there. 

As they were on their Way ks the Boat, the 
Captain eſpied two Men of War coming towards 
them with full Sail before the Wind: And thereupon 
<« he intreated the Pr. not to attempt to go on 
c board at that Time, but to wait till the Men of 
« War had ſteered another Courſe; for juſt now 
« [continues Malcolm] the Wind is fair for them, 
but againſt you.”—*< Never fear, replied the Pr. 
have not had ſo many Eſcapes to be catched here; 
6 I'll go on board; and you'll find the Wind will 
« change immediately, and make thoſe very Ships 
« ſteer a contrary Courſe, Providence will yet take 
« care of me; and it will not be in the Power of 
« thoſe Ships to come near me at this Juncture.” 

By this time they were got to the Sca- ſide. And 
the Pr. being about to ſtep into the Boat, being 
Eight o' Clock at Night, turned ſuddenly to Mal- 
colm, and ſaid, Don't you remember I promiſed 
« to meet Murdoch Macleod at ſuch a Place, na- 
«© ming it?“ No matter, [ſaid the Captain]; III 
« make your Apology : For, as Neceſſity drives you 
« another Road, hell excuſe you.“ That's not 
« enough, ( replied the Pr.) Have you Pen, Ink and 
Paper about you, Malcolm? I'll write him a Line 
* or two; I'm obliged in good Manners to do ſo.” 
Accordingly he wrote the following Words.

The Pr. then gave this Letter into the Captain's 
own Hand, and deſired him to deliver it, though 
open; for he had neither Wax nor Wafer with him, 
The Pr. then deſired Malcolm to light his Pipe. 
Accordingly the Captain fired a Piece of Tow with 
his Gun, and held it to the Pipe. 

At parting, the Pr. preſented Malcolm with a Sil- 
ver Stock-buckle z embraced and ſaluted him twice 
and, thanking him for what he had done, put ten 
Guineas into his Hand; which the Captain refuſed ; 
but the Pr. forced him to take them. Here alſo, 
the Pr. having got a better Pipe, had no farther Oc- 
caſion for the ſhort one, which was black with Uſe, 


and which was called the Cutty. This Malcolm took, 


and ſome time after gave it to a Friend of his in Enge 
land. 

Having taken leave of Malcolm, the Pr. the old 
Laird of Mackinnon, Fohn Mackinnon, (Malcolm's 
Brother-in-law), and the Boatmen, all went on board 
in the Evening of Friday the 4th Day of Futy. 
What the Pr. had ſaid to Malcolm about the 
Wind ſoon changing fair, and being ſpoken with 


ſuch Confidence, made ſo great an Impreſſion upon 


Malcolm, that he was determined to ſit down upon 


2 Hill- ſide, and ſee the Event. He waited; and does 


declare, „ That the Pr.'s Crew had not rowed half 
a Mile, and that towards the Men of War too, 
<« before the Wind chopped about; and not only 
« blew fair for the Pr. but blew ſo briſk a Gale, that 
« it ſoon drove the Men of War out of Sight.” 


The 
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The Truth of this, both Capt. Malcolm, and thoſe 


N the Boat, will atteſt upon Oath, if required. 
I I muſt obſerve here, that it is no difficult Matter, 


in many Caſes, to foretel a ſpeedy Change of the 


Wind ; for almoſt any Sailor can do that : But what 
is the moſt providential for the Pr. is, that it ſhould 
be about to change at the very identical Time he Was 
going on board, 

As the Captain had ſeen the Pr. in the Height of 
Proſperity, and in the greateſt Adverfity, a 
Clergyman of my Acquaintance afked him his Opi- 
nion of that young Gentleman. His Anſwer was, That 
tt the Pr. was the moſt cautious Man he ever ſaw; 


not to be a Coward ; and the braveſt, vot to be 


« raſh /“! 

Capt. Malcolm returned home again 5 bot Was Bet 
many Days there, before he was taken Priſoner. He 
was detained on board a Ship, conveyed into the 
Thames, and, on the 1ſt of November 1746, was re- 
moved to London, and there kept in the Hands of 


Mr. William Dick a Meſſenger, till Fuly 1747; and 
then was diſthatged without being aſked any Queſti- 


ons. He had cleared himſelf of taking Artis iir be- 
half of the Pr. by ſurrendering with his Men, ac- 


cording to the Duke of Cumberland*s Proclamation, 


He and Miſs Macdonald returned to Scotland toge- 
ther. All this Account was given by Capt. Malcolm 


Macleod himſelf , and was wrote down as he dictated.

landed ſafe in Moidart, being about thirty Miles 


from the Place they ſet out from; and went again 
to Mr. Angus Macdonald*s Houle at Boradale, chan- 
ged his Dreſs, and ſent for Macdonald of Glenaladale, 
of Clanranald's Family 

Many of thoſe who read this Account; will ſcarce 
think it poſſible that the Pr. could have eſcaped be- 
ing drowned in fo many Storms, when in the open 
Scas, in ſuch ſmall Veſſels; the largeſt of which was 
heavy laden with thirteen Men ; and ſome of them 
would ſcarce hold ſix People“. 

After baving landed the Pr. the Laird of Mackinnon 
took his leave, and ſer forwards in the ſame Boat on 


his Return home; but was taken Priſoner in Morar, 


in his Paſſage back, (fo cloſe was the Pr. purſued); and 
was conveyed into the Thames by Sea z and there, part= 
ly on board, and partly at Ti/bury Fort; was kept a 
cloſe Priſoner, until he was removed to the new Goal 
in Southwark, where he was put into Irons; and, in 
1747, was removed into the- Hands of a Meſſenger. 
Glenaladale; as I obſerved, being ſent for, came; 
and then informed the Pr. about Lochiel, Keppoch, 
and others; and that the Loſs at Culloden, and after 
the Battle, was not near ſo great as Sullivan and O- 
neille had told him. 
The Pr. then propoſed to go to Lochaber, where 
he believed his beloved Lochiel was. But, as all 
the Paſſes were ſo cloſely guarded, it was deemed 
at that time impracticable. For one Line was form- 


ed from Inverneſs to Fort-Auguſtus, and from thence 


to Fort- Milliam, to prevent either the Pr. or any 
other from eſcaping; and another Line was formed 


from the Head of Locharkaig, to prevent any paſſing

G into 
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into or out of Lochaber, The Pr. continued ſome 
Days in that Country, being in Clen-Biaſdale, about 
ten Miles from Moidart; and ſtaid, till he heard of 
the Arrival of Gen. Campbell with 400 Men on one 
Side of him, and Capt. Caroline Scot with 500 more 
on the other. They having received Intelligence 
whereabouts the Pr. was, were forming a Circle 


round him ; and were not two Miles diſtant from 5 


him. 

The Pr. then having an Account of this was 
adviſed to go to the Braes of Glenmoriſton; and 
there, and in Lovai's Country, to continue until the 
Paſſes ſnould be opened. In this Situation he ſent 
for Mr. Donald Cameron of Glenpane, to be their 
Guide to the Braes of Lochartaig. He came; and, 
in the Night, conducted the Pr. very ſafe through 


the Guards who were in the Paſs; and went ſo cloſe 


to their Tents, as to hear every Word that was ſaid, 
being obliged to creep upon their Hands and Knees. 
At the ſame Time, there went with the Pr. Glena- 


ladale, his Brother, and two young Boys, Sons of 


Angus Macdonald of Boradale. 

Alfter this, the Pr. continued his Journey for Glen- 
moriſton's Country. As they were travelling one 
Day, and having only Glenaladale with him, the 
latter loſt his Purſe, with forty Guineas in it, in 
going about three Miles. He lamented this Mif- 
fortune the more, becauſe it was all the Money they 
had; the Pr. having none left. This Gentleman 
propoſed to go back, and ſeek for it, ſaying, © He 
© was certain he could go the very ſame Road, and 


« ſhould find it.” The Pr. oppoſed it, and de- 


tired he would not go back. But all in vain; for 


he was reſolute, and accordingly went back; deſiring 


the Pr. to wait, and reſt himſelf behind che Hill ad. 
joining, till he ſhould return. 

The Gentleman being gone, the Pr. was at his 
Poſt, ng upon the Goodneſs of Frovidence 


C. mm. 
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in preſerving him hitherto, though often in the 
midſt of the greateſt Dangers; when, at a Di- 
ance, he ſpied a Party of Soldiers advancing. Up- 
on which, he hid himſelf as well as he could; but 
yet in ſuch a manner as to ſee the Soldiers; who 
went by not far from him, and then went the very 
Rout where the Pr. and the other Gentleman would 
have gone, had not the Purſe been loſt, or had it 
not been their whole Stock ; and then they both 
muft have been taken or killed. Thus, what they 
were regretting as their very great Misfortune, was 
the Means of their Preſervation *. The Pr. watched 
the Soldiers as far as he could: And then ſoon after 
his Friend returned with the Purſe; to whom the 
Pr. communicated what he had ſeen; and both of 
them © joined in returning God Thanks for his 
«© Care of them;z” and then proceeded on their 
Way; but not as they had at firſt propoſed, 

They got into Glenmoriſton very fate 3 but were 


almoſt famiſhed with Hunger, when the Pr. faw a. 
little Hut at a Diſtance, and ſome Smoke going out 


of the Hole in the Roof. * Thither (ſays he) will 
«© I go, let the Conſequence tbe what it will: For I 
< had better be killed at once, than be ſtarved to 
„Death with Hunger; having been forty eight 
Hours without Meat.“ His Friend did all in 
his Power to diſſuade him from it; but he would go. 
When they got to the Hut, the Pr. went boldly 
in, without fhewing any manner of Concern ; and

4e rable and ſalutary Meaſures by Accidents which at firſt we con- 


6“ ſidered as the greateſt of Misfortunes : For, had we not been

*© molt terrible Apprehenſions), we ſhould, in all Probability, ne- 
« ver have 2 
«© ſhould have miſſed of that Place where alone all our Wants 
could be moſt amply ſupplied.”

at this delightful Iſland; and conſequently we 
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there found ſix ſtout luſty Fellows at Dinner upon a 
large Piece of boiled Beef: A Sight he had been 
long a Stranger to. | 
- Theſe Men were ſix noted Thieves who had made 
this Hut in that Place for Privacy and Safety, and 
were not a little amazed at ſceing the Pr. go in there. 
One of them knew the Pr. and alſo knew he was 
ſkulking ; but, not thinking it ſafe to tell the reſt 
of the Company who their new Gueſts were, had 
the Preſence of Mind, upon ſeeing the Pr. to cry out, 
„ Ha! Dougal Maccullony, I am glad to ſee thee! * 
The Pr. by this Expreſſion, found he was known, 
and with equal Steadineſs of Countenance thanked 
him, fat down among them, and ate very heartily. 

The Pr. his Friend, and the Man who knew the 
Pr. walked out after Dinner: and then conſulted what 
farther was to be done. And, being informed of the 
State of the Country about, and of the military People, 
found it abſolutely neceſſary to wait here for ſome 
time; and that the other five Men muſt be intruſted 
with the Secret: Which being done, they rejoiced 
that they had it in their Power to ſerve the Pr. and 
proved of great Service, and were very faithful. 
With theſe Men, and Glenaladale, the Pr. continued 
betwixt the Braes of Glenmoriſton and Glen-Strath- 
Ferrar, till the Guards were removed, and the Paſſes 
opened. 

About this Time, viz. the middle of Juh, one 
Rboderiet Mackenzie, a Merchant in Edinburgh, who 
had been out with the Pr. was ſkulking among the 
Hills about Glenmeriſton, when ſome of the Soldiers 
met with him; and, as he was about the Pr.'s Size 
and Age, and not . unlike him in the Face, was 
a genteel Man, and well dreſſed, they took him for 
the Pr. Mr. Mackenzie tried to eſcape them, but 
could not; and, being determined not to be taken 
and hanged, (which he knew, if taken, would be 


his Fate), he bravely reſol ved to d Sword-in-hand; 
and, 
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and, in that Death, to ſerve the Pr. more than he 
could poſſibly do by living. This Bravery and Steadi- 
neſs of Mr. Mackenzie confirmed the Soldiers in their 
Belief, that he was the Pr. On which Account one of 
them ſhot him; who, as he fell, cried out to them, 4 
« You have killed your Prince! You have killed your 4 
« Prince!” and expired immediately. The Soldi- 1 
ers, overjoyed with their ſuppoſed good Fortune in 4 
meeting with ſo great a Prize, immediately cut off g 
the brave young Man's Head; and made all the haſte 
they could to Fort- Auguſtus, to tell the News, and 
to lay claim to the 30,0001. ; producing the Head, 
which ſeveral ſaid they knew to be the Pr.'s Head. 
This great News was ſoon carried to the Duke, with 
the Head; who ſo far believed the great Work was 
done, that he ſet forward, for London, from Fort- 
Auguſtus, on the 18th of Fuly; as ſoon after Mr. 
Mackenzie's Death as he could poſſibly go. It was 
about this Head that Kingsborough was aſked the 

ueſtion before mentioned by one of the Caprains of 
the Engliſh Forces. 

The Soldiers and Militia FRA out to take the Pr: 
and his Adherents, now imagining that he was Kil- 
led, and his Head ſent to London, began to be leſs 
| ſtrict, and not to keep ſo good a Look. out as before; 
by which means the Pr. eſcaped from Place to Place 
with leſs Danger. 

I obſerved \ I that the Pr continued betwixt 
the Braes of Glenmoriſton and Glen-Strath-Ferrar, till 
the Guards were removed, and all the Paſlcs open- 
ed. About the Beginning of Auguſt, he went with 
his Retinue (as above) to Lochaber, and to Achnaſual 
on the Side of Locharkaig, two Miles from Achnacgs | 
rie, the Seat of Lochiel. 

The Pr. and Company had brought no Proviſi- 
ons with them, expecting to be ſupplicd in that Coun- 
try ; where there uſed to be greater Plenty than 


whence they had come. But they were greatly diſ- 
appointed 


. 

appointed; finding all the whole Country plundered 
and burnt, and no Cattle, or any other ſort of Pro- 
viſions, to be got. In this Diſtreſs they remained 
ſome time; when, at laſt, one of the Glenmoriſton 
Men eſpied a ſingle Hart, and ſhot him. On this 
they lived, without Bread or Salt. 
The next Day, the Pr. being informed, that Mac- 
donald of Lochgarie, Cameron of Cluns, and Came- 
ron of Achnaſual, were in the neighbouring Moun- 
tains, ſent after them; and, at the ſame time, ſent 

a Meſſenger to Lachiel, who was then about twenty 
Miles off, to let him ¶ Lochiel] know where he [the 
Pr.] was. Before the Pr. ſent to Lochiel, he [Lochiel] 


had heard alio, that it was ſuppoſed the PL was in 


the Country; and ſent his Brother Doctor Archibald 
Cameron, and the Rev. Mr. John Cameron, by dif. 
ferent Roads, to get all the Intelligence ** could 
of the Pr. 

The Perſon ſent by the Pr. to Lech met Dr. 
Cameron within a few Miles of the Place where Lo- 
chiel was; who was obliged to return with two French 
Officers, whom he had met with ; and who were in 
queſt of the Pr. alſo. 

This faithful Perſon, ſent by the Pr. would not 
own to the Doctor, or to the two French Officers, 
that he knew any thing about the Pr. his Orders be- 
ing only, to tell it to Lochiel himſelf ; which he pun- 
ctually obeyed. And, as he ſaid he had Buſineſs of 
the utmoſt Conſequence, the Doctor conducted him, : 
with the two Officers, to Lochiel. | 

Next Day, Lochiel ſent Dr. Cameron, with four 
Servants, to the Pr. and ſent the Officers, at the 
ſame time, to be under the Care of one of his Friends, 
till farther Orders. 

Mr. Cameron the Miniſter, nh Lochiel had ſent 
out, to get Intelligence: of the Pr. after travelling 
and ſearching ſeveral Days, went to Achnacarie ; 


os: he met with Dr. Cameron going to the Ih | 
with 


1 
with the four Servants; who, as the River was not for- 
dable, raiſed a Boat, which Capt. Monro of Culcairn 
had ſunk, after ſearching the Iſle of Locharkaig. 
When Culcairn was plundering in this Iſland, he 
ſaw ſome new-raiſed Earth; and, imagining chere 
would be either Money or Arms concealed, had it 


dug up; but only found a Man's Corple, with a 
good Holland Shirt on; which made him believe it 


to be Locbiel. He thereupon ſent an Expreſs to the 


Duke of Cumberland, to tell him that Lochiel was 
dead of his Wounds. But it really was the Corpſe of 
— Cameron, Brother of Allan Cameron of Callart; 
which Jaſt was taken at Culloden, and carried to Lon- 
don. However, rather than have no Plunder, they 


took the Shirt, and left the Corpſe lying on the 


Ground. 

Dr. Cameron and the Miniſter, obſerving ſome 
Men by the Water- ſide in Arms, ſent ſome of Cluns's 
Children to ſee who they were. They ſoon found, 
that they belonged to Cluns; ſent the Boat for them; 
and then ſent the four Servants back again to Lo- 
chiel; pretending they were going to ſkulk in the 
Wood for ſome Days, and that keeping ſuch a Num- 
ber together, might be dangerous. 

They then croſſed the River, and went to the Hut 


where the Pr. was; which was built on Purpoſe in 


a Wood betwixt Achnaſual, and the End of Lochar- 


 kaig. The Pr. and Cameron of Achnaſual, upon 


ſeeing the Doctor and his Brother at a Diſtance, and 


not then knowing who they were, had left the Hut, 


and went a little from it : But, being ſoon informed 
who they were, immediately returned; and then 
there was a joyful Meeting. And when they told 
the Pr. that Lochiel was well, and recovered of his 
Wounds, he returned God Thanks thrice for it, and 
expreſſed an uncommon Satisfaction. 

The Pr. was at this time bzre-rooted 3 had on a 
dirty Shirt, an old black Kelt Coat, a Plaid, and a 
\Philibeg 
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Philibeg, and a * Beard, a Gun in his Hand, and 
a Piſtol and Durk by his Side. He was very chear- 
ful, and in good Health. They had killed a Cow 
the Day before, and the Servants were roaſting Part 
of it. At Dinner the Pr. ate heartily of the Beef, 
and ſome Bread which they had got from Fort-Au- 
guſtus; and no Man could ſleep founder than he 
did. He now began to ſpeak ſome little Er/e, 

The Pr. propoſed going immediately to Lochiel: 

But, a Friend telling him, that he ſaw in the News- 
papers, (which they got at the ſame time they got 


their Bread), that it was ſaid the Pr. had paſſed Co- 
riarrict with Lochiel and thirty Men, which proba- 


bly might occaſion a ſtrict Search in thoſe Parts; 
he therefore reſolved to ſtay ſome Days longer where 


he was. However, two or three Days after this, 
the Pr. ſent Lochgary and Dr. Cameron to Lochiel : 


And then diſmiſſed Glenaladale, to look out for 
Ships on the Hei Coaſt ; and the Glenmoriſton Men, 
to return home again. And the Pr. continued in 


the Hut with Cluns's Children, Capt. Macraw of 


Glengary*s Regiment, one or two Servants, and the 
Rev. Mr. John Cameron. £ 


The two Officers I mentioned above, who went 


to Lochie/ with Dr. Cameron, came from Dunkirk, 
in a {mall Veſſel, with ſixty other Gentlemen, who | 
had formed themſelves into a Company of Volun- 


tiers under the Command of the ſaid two Officers. 


They got to Pollieu in Seafor!'s Country; where 
four of them landed, to deliver their Diſpatches. 
Two of whom were taken Priſoners, viz. one Hg 
gerald, a Spaniſh Officer, whom they hanged at Fort- 
William, pretending he had been a Spy in Flanders; 


the other was called Monſ. de Berard, a French Of- 
ficer, and was after ſome time exchanged upon the 


Cartel. The other two wandered in Seafor!*s 
Country, till Lochgary, hearing they had Letters for 


the Pr. ſent Capt. Macraw and his own Servant 
for 
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for them, that they might be ſent to Lochiel, ſince 
the Pr. could not be found. This was about the 
middle of July. | 

When they came to Lochiel, fome Perſon told 
him, theſe Officers had left their Letters with Alex- 
ander Macleod, one of the Pr.'s Aid de Camps. 
Though this proved true; yet, as they themſelves 
had not told it to Lochiel, it made him ſuſpect them 
to be the Government's Spies. 

The Pr. was very deſirous of ſeeing theſe Offi- 
cers: But the Rev. Mr. John Cameron told him what 
both Loc hiel, the Doctor, and he himſelf were afraid 
of. Upon which, the Pr. reſolved to act in this 
Affair with great Caution; and ſaid, He could not 
<< help obſerving, that it probably might be as they 
*« conjectured ; becauſe, if they were not Spies, it 
*© was ſurpriſing that two Men, without one Word 
« of Exſe, and quite Strangers in the Country, could 
* eſcape the Troops, who were always in Motion 
“in queſt of himſelf [the Pr.] and his Followers.” 

However, as theſe Officers had told Lochiel, that 
they had never ſeen the Pr. he [the Pr.] laid a 
Scheme to ſee them fafely ; and therefore he wrote a 
Letter himſelf to them, to this Purpoſe, vi. That, 
to avoid falling into his Enemies Hands, he was 
* under a Neceſſity to retire to a remote Country; 
„ where he had no Perſon with him, except one 
« Capt. Drummond, and a Servant: And, as he 
& could not remove from where he was, without 


Danger to himſelf and them, he had ſent Capt. 


&« Drummond with this Letter; and, as he could re- 
* poſe entire Confidence in him, he deſired they 
e would tell whatever Meſſage they had to the 
« Bearer, Capt. Drummond; and take his Advice as 
cc to their Conduct.“ This Letter the Pr. propo- 
ſed to deliver himſelf, as Capt. Drummond, Accor- 
dingly the Officers were ſent for, and were introdu- 
ced to the Pr. under = borrowed Name, 
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The Pr. then delivered the Letter to them; with 
which they ſeemed very well pleaſed; and told him 
every thing they had to ſay ; which he afterwards | 
ſaid was of no great Conſequence, as his Affairs then 
ſtood, They continued there two Days; and aſked 
Capt. Drummond many Queſtions about the Pr. s 
Health, his Manner of Living, Cc. 

The Pr. thinking the Packet left with Mr. A. 
lexander Macleod might be of Uſe to him, ſent for 
it. But, as it was in Cypher, and directed to the 
French Ambaſſador, he could make nothing of them. 
Lochiel ſtill took care of theſe Officers, till the Pr. 
was ready to go away; when they were conducted 
to the Ship: And when they ſaw that they had be- 
fore converſed with the Pr. in ſo very free a Man- 
ner, taking him then really for Capt. Drummond, 
they were greatly aſhamed, and aſked his Pardon. 

The Pr. and Company continued in this Wood, 
and in that over-againft Achnacarie, (having three 
Huts in different Places, to which they removed by 
turns), until about ihe 1oth of Auguſt. On which 
Day, Cluns's Sons, and Mr. Comes the Miniſter, 
went to the Strath of Cluns to get Intelligence. 
They were not half an Hoyr in the Hut which 
Cluns had built for his Family, (after his Houſe was 
burnt), when a Child of fix Years of Age went out; 
and, returning haſtily, ſaid, * That ſhe ſaw a Bo- 
* dy of Soldiers.” This they could not believe, 
as fd. a had promiſed Lochiel to have a Guard 


between Fort-fngefeus. and Cluns's, to give Incelli- 1 


gence. 
4 They went out homes and found all true as 
the Girl had told. Cluns ſkulked to obſerve the 
Motion of that Party. One of his Sons, and Mr. 
John Cameron the Miniſter, went to inform the Pr. 
who was that Day in one of the Huts on the other 
Side of the Water Kaig, a ſhort Mile from Cluns's ; 
and, in croſſing the Water at the Ford, under Cover 
| e 


„ 


of the Wood, and going within Piſtol-ſhot of the 
Hut, Mr. Cameron obſerved the Party advancing. 

The Pr. was aſleep, it being about eight O'Clock 
in the Morning: Mr. Cameron however awoke him 3 
and told him, that a Body of their Enemies was in 
Sight. He then aroſe very compoſedly, called for 
his Gun, and ſent for Capt. Macravw, and Alexander, 
(Cluns's Son). 

As they had not received Intelligence of this Par- 
ty's marching. out of Fort-Auguſtus, they concluded 
that there was ſome Treachery in the Caſe; and that 
they were ſurrounded on all Sides. However, they 
were determined, though but eight in Number, that, 
rather than yield to be butchered by their mercileſs 
Enemies, to ſell their Lives as dear as they could, in 
the Defence of their Pr. and to die like Men of Ho- 

nour. 

The Pr. examined all their Gan which were in 
pretty good Order; and ſaid, he hoped they ſhould 
do ſome Execution before they were killed: For his 
4 part, (he ſaid), he had been bred a Fowler, and 
* could charge quick; was a tolerable Markſman 
“ and would be ſure of one at leaft.” 
| They then left the Hut; and marched to a ſmall 
Hill, above the Wood, from whence they could ſee 
a great way up Glenkengie, and not be d:ſcovered. 
They got there unobſerved ; which was owing to the 
Wood. The Pr. then ſent Clums and the Miniſter 
to take a narrow View of the Party; and reſolved 
that Night to go to the Top of Mullantagart, a high 
Mountain in the Braes of Glenkengie ; and ſent one to 
Cluns and the Miniſter, to know what they diſcover- 
ed, or were informed of, 

When Cluns and the Miniſter had got to the 
Strath of Cluns, the Women told them, that the 
Party was about 200 of Lord Loudon's Regiment un- 
der Capt. Grant of Knockando in Strathſpey; that 


they had carried away ten Milk Cows, which Clans 
H 2 had 
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had bought after he was plundered before; and that 
they had found out the Hut the Pr. had in the Wood 
of Tervalt; and ſaid they were gone 6 to fetch Bar- 
riſdale's Cattle to the Camp. 

In the Evening, Cluns's Son went to his Father 
from the Pr. and then they all returned, and carried 
{ome Whiſky, Bread and Cheeſe; and got to the Pr. 
about Twelve o' Clock at Nighit. He was on the 
Side of the Mountain, without Fire or any Covering. 
They perſuaded him to take a Dram, and made a 
Fire; which however they durſt not keep above 
half an Hour, before they extinguiſhed it. | 
By Day-light, they went up to the Top of the 

Mountain; where they ſtaid till Eight o' Clock in 
the Evening, without riſing up. The Pr. ſlept all 
the Forenoon in his Plaid and wet Stockings; though 
it hailed. From hence they went that Night to the 
Strath of Glenkengie ; where they killed a Cow, and 
lived merrily for ſome Days. 

From this Place they went to the Braes of Achna- 
carie, and waded through the Water of Arkey, which 
reached up to the Mid-thigh. In which wet Condi- 
tion the Pr. lay all Night and next Day, 1n the open 
Air; yet catched no Cold. 

In a Day or two, Lochgary and Dr. Comin re- 
turned from Lochiel, (to whom they had been ſent); 
and told it as Lochiel's Opinion, that the Pr. would 
be ſafer where Lochie] was ſkulking 3 which pleaſed 
the Pr. very much. 

The next Night the Pr. ſet out with Lochgary, | 
Dr. Cameron, Alexander (Cluns's Son), the Rev. 
Mr. 7obn Cameron, and three Servants. They tra- 
velled in the Night, and ſlept all the Day, till they 
got to Lochiel; who was then among the Hills be- 
tween the Braes of Badenoch and Htho!. The Doctor 
and his Brother went by another Road on a Meſſage 
to Badenoch. The Miniſter returned about the 1 3th 


ob Seprember ; and the next wy was ſent South, by 
| | Lochiel, 
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'Lochiel, to hire a Ship to carry them off, from the 
Eaſt Coaſt. Le 92 
The Ship was provided; and one ſent to inform 
the Pr. of it; who, with Lochiel and others, was 
to go where the Ship then lay But, before this 
Meſſenger got to the Place where the Pr. and Loch- 
zel had been, two of his Friends, who had orders to 
watch on the Weſt Coaſt, had been to tell them, 
y that two French Ships were arrived at Moidart. 
Upon this the Pr. ſet out from where they were 
the Night following; and, at the ſame Time, ſent 
to inform others who were ſkulking in different 
Places. Some arrived at the Place appointed in 
time; but ſeveral; by ſome Accident or other, had 
not that good Fortune, | 
The Pr. reached Moidart on September 19. 17463 
and, on the 20th, imbarked on board the Bellona of 
St. Maloes, a Nantz Privateer of 32 Carriage and 12 
Swivel Guns, and 340 Men, brought hither by Col. 
Warren of Dillon's Regiment, who went on purpoſe 
for a Veſſel, The Pr. after ſeeing his Friends all on 
board both the Ships, then imbarked himſelf ; ſet 
| fail immediately for France; where he landed ſafely 
at Roſcort, near three Leagues Weſt of Morlaix, on 
the 29th of the ſame Month, having had a pleaſant 
Voyage; though narrowly eſcaping Admiral Te- 
ſtocł's Squadron, who were then upon the Coaſt of 
Bretagne. 
The Bellona was afterwards taken, on the 2d of 
February following, by three Men of War, viz. the 
Eagle, the Edinburgh, and the Nottingham. | 
1 From the above Account we find, that the Pr. 
| was twice in danger of being ſhot; and five times in 
danger of being drowned, being in great ſtorms in 
little open Boats; nine times purſued, and in fight 
of the Men of War, and armed Veſſels; many times 
in danger of being taken, often ſeeing his 2 
. an 
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and fometiines. being within hearing of what they 
ſaid; fix times miraculouſly eſcaped being taken. 

He was often almoſt famiſhed for want of Meat 
and Drink; and muſt have ſtarved inevitably, had 
he not nd the Fiſh at the deſert Iſland of Euirn 
or Furt, and if one of the Glenmoriſton Men had 
not tound and ſhot the Hart. 

He was moſtly obliged to lie in miſerable Huts, or 
on Mountains; having no other Bed than the bare 
Ground or Heath, and without any other Coverin 
than the Dews or Rains. And add to all theſe, 
that he had frequent Returns of the Bloody Flux. 

Thus, Reader, you have a faithful Account of the 
whole Eſcape, taken from the Authorities which are 
alrcady mentioned. And this Account, ſince the 
Pr. 's Return to the Continent of Scotland, is chiefly 
taken from the Journal of the Rev. Mr. John Came- 
ron, Preſbyterian Miniſter, and Chaplain to Fort. 
William; who, you find, has been much with the Pr. 
J ſhall therefore conclude with his own Words, vz. 

I have told you what I was witneſs to, or in- 
* formed of by ſuch as I could abſolutely depend 
* upon. I ſhall only add, that the Pr. ſubmitted 
$ with Patience to his adverſe Fortune; was 
« chcarful; and frequently defired thoſe who were 
£ with him, to be ſo. He was cautious when in 
« the greateſt Danger; never at a loſs, in reſolving 
„ what to do, with uncommon Fortitude, He re- 
% gretted more the Diſtreſs of thoſe who ſuffered for 
* adhering to his Intereſt, than the Hardſhips and 
“ Dangers he was hourly expoſed to. To con- 
«clude, He poſſeſſes all the Virtues that form the 
Character of A TRUE HRO and A GREAT 
« PRINCE.”

The Pr. after landing at Roſtort We on his 
Journey to Paris; where the Chateau St. Antoine was 


fitted up for his Reception. He was ſcarce well ar- 
rived 


* 
rived here, when he went to Verſailles, and was chere 
received by the King and Qucen of France with all 
the Marks of the moſt tender Affection, and ſcem- 
ing Demonſtrations of Joy. At different times he 
related to them the chief of his Sufferings; and 
they ſeemed to be greatly affected with the inc lan- 
choly Story; and endeavoured to comtort him with 
fair Promiſes. But the Memory of his Diſappoint- 
ment was yet too recent, and the News Wh ch was 
continually arriving, of the Commitments, Trials 

and Executions of ſome of the moſt faithful of his 
Followers, filled him with an Anxiety not caſily to 
be removed; and left but little Room for plcaſurable 
Ideas. 

This was only a Vin Therefore it was 
thought neceſſary for him to make his Compliments 
to the King and his Court in Form, and in the Cha- 
rater which he had borne by Commiſſion from his 
Father. This he did in about ten Days after. 

The French ſoon raiſed ſome new Regiments whol- 
ly compoſed of Engliſh, Scots, and Iriſh; and the 

Command of one of them was given to Lord Ogil- 
die; and of another, to young Lochiel. This, and le- 
veral other Methods, the French took to ſooth the 
Pr. and to make him ſubſervient to their Purpoſe. 
But though he ſaw through their whole D.ſigus, he 
could not help himſelf as Afairs then ſtood. There- 
fore he put on a Maſk, as well as the French Mini- 
ſtry; and looked upon all their Promilcs to be made 
with no Intention oi being performed. 

In France, the Pr. amuſed himiclf with Plays, 

Opcras, paying and receiving Viſits, Sc.; and, at- 
ter being there ſome time, he made a Tour ro Ma- 
drid incog. What his Buſineſs was there, and what 
Succeſs he met with, remains as yet a Secret, How- 
ever, it is well known, he was greatly careſſed there. 


His Stay at Madrid was about five or ſix Pays; han 
tien 
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then, after making a Tour of near four A he | 
returned to Paris. 
WWWWhatever Diſappointments the Pr. met with, no- 
thing chagrined him more than his Brother's Accept- 
ance of a Cardinal's Hat, which happened about 
this Time. His Diſcontent at this was ſo great, that 
he forbade all who were about him ever to mention 
his Brother in his Preſence; and he always omitted 
drinking his Health at Meals, as en he had 
done. 

In this Situation all things ſeemed to g8⁰ on, till 
the Negotiation for a Peace was advancing ; when 
the Pr. had a fair Opportunity of throwing off the 
Maſk, which he had ſo long wore ; and then hired 
a fine Hotel on the Kay de Theatin, oppoſite to the 
Lowvre on the Banks of the Seyne, for himfelf and 
the chief of his Retinue, on Purpoſe, as he ſaid, to 
be near the Opera and Playhouſe, and other Diver- 
ſions of Paris; to ſome of which he generally went 
every Evening. 

During this Time, he neither went ſo frequently, 
nor ſtaid ſo long at Verſailles, as he had been accu- 
ſtomed to do; and rather avoided, than ſought any 

private Conferences with the K ng. The firſt pu- 
blick Indication he gave of his Diſguſt, was, to cauſe 
a great Number of Medals, both of Silver and Cop- 
Per, to be caſt with his Head, and this Inſcription,

Every body was ſurpriſed at the Device, as France 
was reduced to the Condition of making Peace, en- 
tirely by the Bravery and Succeſſes of the Britiſh 


| Fleet, This Device gave great — to the 
French 
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French Miniſtry, and to ſeveral of the Nobility and 
others. 

Soon after the French Plenipotentiaries were ſet out 
to meet thoſe of other Powers at Aix-la- Chapelle, in 
order to open the Congreſs, the Pr. entered his Proteſt 
there againſt all that ſhould be concerted or agreed 
upon in that, or any other Congrels, in prejudice to 
his Title and Pretenſions. 

After ſigning the Preliminaries, the Pr. went no 
more to Court; but appeared far from being diſcon- 
certed at this Event, and was not the leaſt ſhocked ; 
but ſeemed determined to contemn his Fate, inſtead 
of complaining of the Severity of it; and kept his 
Reſolution to the End, even in the midſt of the moſt 
ſhocking and unexpected Trials. 

As, by one of the Articles of Peace, the Pr. was 
_ obliged to leave France, the King wrote a Letter to 
the States of Friburg, deſiring they would receive him 
in a Manner becoming his Birth, and as a Prince 
who was very dear to him, 
Neither the one nor the other had any Effect on the 
Deportment of the young Hero. He continued to 
live as a Perſon wholly difintereſted, and regardleſs 
of what was doing, till the King, who had doubtleſs 
expected he would have gone of his own accord, but 
| finding he did not, ordered Cardinal Tencin toacquaint 
him of the Neceſſity there was for his Departure. 

This the Cardinal did in the moſt tender Manner ; 
but he received ſuch evaſive Anſwers from the Pr. 
that he could not give the King any poſitive Account 
whether he would go or not. 

The King, however, waited about fourteen Days 3 

when, being informed that the Pr. made not the 
leaſt Preparation for his Departure, ſent the Duke 
de Gefores with a Meſſage of the ſame Nature as be. 
fore. The Pr. only replied,. * That he had fo little 


expected ſuch a Pp would be taken, that he had 
1 * not 
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not yet ſufficient Time to conſider how ts behave 
«in it. 

This Anſwer produced a Delay of another Fort- 
night; when the Duke de Gefores was ſent a ſecond 
Time; and, on his expatiating that the King was 
under the Neceſſity of exccuting this Article of the 
Treaty, the Pr replied with ſome Warmth, © That 
<« there was a prior Treaty between himſelf and the 
King; from which he could not depart with Ho- 
e nour.— It was in vain the Duke urged him to be 
more explicit. The other only bid him deliver what he 
had ſaid to the King; who would know his Meaning. 
Notwithſtanding theſe Meſſages were no Secret, 
the Pr. ſhewed ſo little Intention to leave Paris, that 
his People bought ſeveral Pieces of new Furniture 
for his Houſe. Among other Perſons, he ſent for 
the King's Goldſmith, "who had been employed by 
himſelt before, and ordered him to make a Service of 
Plate to the Value of 100,000 Crowns, to be rea- 
dy againſt a particular Day he mentioned ; which 
the Goldſmith promiſed not to fail in. But it ſo hap- 
pened, that, immediately after, he received Orders 
to prepare ſuch a large Oey for the King's Uſe 
againſt that Time, that he found it impoſſible to 
comply with both. On which he waited on the Pr. 
and intreated he would allow him ſome few Days 
longer, telling him the. Occaſion, But he would 
not admit oi the Excuſe; inſiſting on being firſt ſer- 
ved, as he had given the firſt Orders. 

The Goldſmith was in a very great Dilemma on 
this Occaſion ; but thought the moſt prudent Way 
to extricate himſelſ out of it, would be, io acquaint the 
King; who no looner hojnd the Story, than he com- 
manded that the Pr. ſhould be firſt ſerved; and 
that the Value of the Plate ſhould be paid by the Com- 
ptroller of his Houlhold, without any Expence to 
the our. ; | 

It 
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Iti is ſuppoſed, the King imagined the Hurry the 
Pr. ſhewed for having this Plate got ready by ſuch 
a Time, was occaſioned by his deſigning to leave Pa- 
ris on that Day; for not till above a Week after it 
had been delivered were any more Meſlages ſent to 
him. 
But it is plain the Pr. was ſo fr from any ſuch In- 


tention, that he reſolved to puſh- Things to the laſt 
Extremity.— This fine Service of Plate was on the 
Score of a grand Entertainment he made; at which 


were preſent the Princeſs of Talmont, a near Relati- 
on to the Queen; the Marchioneſs de Sprimont 
Madam de Maiſeinje ; the Dake de Bouillion; and 
above thirty others of the Nobility of both Sexes 3 
and ſeveral Foreigners of great Diſtinction. 

About this time, the two Hoſtages from Great 
Britain arrived at Paris. On which the Prince ex- 


preſſed great Marks of Diſſatisfaction; often ſaying 


publickly, “ That the Tables were ſadly turned up- 
* on poor Old England; ſince her Word could not 
ce berelied upon, without ſuch Pledges as are ſcarce 
ever granted, but by a conquered Nation; while 
French Faith paſſed current for all that was to be 
done on her Part.” 

The French Court, having received repeated Com- 
plaints from the Engliſh Miniſtry, becauſe the Pr. 


was not removed, thought proper to remind him 


once more what was expected from him : Accor- 
dingly the Duke de Gefores waited on him a third 
Time; and acquainted him alſo, that the States of 
Friburg had returned a moſt obliging Anſwer to the 
King's Letter on his Account; and were ready to 
receive the Honour of his going to reſide in their 
Canton with all the Demonſtrations of Reſpect due 
to his Birth and Virtues, and in their Power to give. 
To this the Pr. replied only, That he hoped. to 


find a Time to return the Good-will of the States; 
| I 2 | with- 
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without giving the Duke any Satisfaction, whether 
he accepted their Offer or not. 

The King on this diſpatched a Courier to his Fa- 
ther; and the Court being willing to wait the Reſult 
of this, occaſioned a farther Delay. 

As no Part of theſe Proceedings were a Secret, 
there was ſcarce any thing elſe talked of in Paris; 
and amongſt the Body of the People of all Degrees, 
for one that blamed the Pr. 's Conduct in this Point, 
there were more than a hundred applauded it. 

Two of the diſtinguiſhed Characteriſticks of the 
French Nation being, "the Envy they are apt to con- 
ceive of the Excellence of any Perfon not born a- 
mongſt them, and their implicit Love and Reve- 
rence even to 1dolizing their Sovereign ; we mult be 
obliged to confeſs, that the Merits they vouchſafed 
to acknowledge in a Foreigner, muſt be extraordi- 
nary indeed; and that he who 1s capable of rival- 
ing their King in their Aﬀection and Reſpect, muſt 
have ſomething of a ſuperior Dignity about him. 

The Miniſtry could not brook this, and were re- 
ſolved to get rid of the Pr. at any rate; and there- 
fore, without waiting for the Return of che Courier 
from Rome, prevailed upon the King to ſend the 
Duke de Gefores a fourth time to mon, and inſiſt on 
his immediate Removal. 

The Pr. now expreſſed ſome Impatience'; and 
told the Duke, that though he ſhould always treat 
with Reſpect any one who came to him from the 
King, yet he was ſorry to find he had the Trouble of 
repeating ſo often a Buſineſs to which he could give 
no Ear, without hearing it from the King himſelf.” 
The King, being acquainted with this, and being 
impatient. to get rid of the Pr. at any rate, and as 
yet loth to proceed to Extremities, vouchſafed to 
write a Letter to him; and ſent with it a blank Or- 


der, to be filled up by himſelf, for what yearly Sum 
W 
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he pleaſed : : Both which the Duke de Gefores was 


| obliged to deliver. 
The Pr. read the Letter twice over; and, ha- 


ving pauſed a little, threw the Order from him with 


Diſdain; ſaying, the Thing required of him was not 
conſiſtent with Honour. 

This ambiguous Proceeding, both perplexed and 
exaſperated the King. A Council was called; and 
therein it was reſolved to ſend Monſicur le Count de 
Maurepas, to expoſtulate with the Pr. on his late Con- 
duct; and not to leave him, till he had obliged him 
to eie in expreſs Terms, what his Intention was; ; 
and withal to intimate to him, that, if he did not 

conform to the preſent Neceſſity of Affairs, by lea- 

ving the Kingdom with a good Grace, the Miniſtry 
would be obliged to compel him to it.“ The Mini- 
« fters! The Miniſters! (cried the Pr. with the great- 
e eft Diſdain). If you will oblige me, Monſie eur le 
66 Count, tell the King, that I am born to break all 
ce the Schemes of his Miniſters.” 

It is ſuppoſed the Pr. had a double View in acting 
in the Manner he did: Firſt, to convince Europe, 
that the moſt ſolemn Engagements had been entered 
into between him and the Court of France, and were 
all broken on their Part; and, ſecondly, to ſhew the 
Court, that he was not to be any farther impoſed up- 
on; and reſented as he ought the Artifices they had 
practiſed upon him. 

The Courier, being at length arrived, brought * 
Letter from the Pr.'s Father to him, inc in one 
to the King, open, as it is ſaid, for the King's Per- 
uſal. It is ſaid, the Letter contained a Command to 
the Pr. to leave the French Dominions, but without 
mentioning the Time when. And for that Reaton 
the Pr. thought himſelf at liberty to ſtay where he 
was, till he had fixed on a proper Place for his future 
Reſidence, as he had ſome Reluctance to go to Fri- 
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The Miniſtry, not knowing the Pr. 's real Mo- 
tives for ſtaying, prevailed upon the King to give 
Orders for his being arreſted: And, when the Or- 
der was carried to be ſigned, the King ſaid, Poor 
% Prince! how difficult it is for a King to be a true 
« Friend!” This ſeems to ſhew, the King was ig- 
norant of the unworthy Treatment the Pr. recei- 

ved, when in the Hands of thoſe commiſſioned to 
arreſt him, This Order, ſigned but at Three o Clock, 
was blazed all over Paris before Evening. 

Twelve hundred Guards were drawn out, and 
placed i in the Court of the Palace-Royal; a great 
Number of Serjeants and Grenadeers, armed cap-a- 
pee, filled the Paſſages of the Opera-houſe; the Guet 
(i. e. the Street- guards) were placed in the Streets 
leading to it: Vet, notwithſtanding all this, the 
Duke de Biron, who is Colonel of the Guards, and 
had Charge of executing this Commiſſion, would not 
appear; but kept at a Diſtance diſguiſed, and left it to 
the Care of Major Vandreville, a Man of mean Extra- 
ction, and more mean Merit, who had been raiſed 
by him to that Poſt, The Manner of this whole 
Tranſaction is fully and minutely related in the fol- 
lowing Extract of a Letter from Paris, dated Decem- 
ber 21. 1748, to a Peron at London. | 


PIE would not acquaint you of this odd Scene, 
till the Confuſion was a little ſettled ; and that I 
could inform you of the Circumſtances with more 
Certainty. 

As the Pr. was determined not to e France, 
till forced to it by Violence, he was conſequently 
in daily Expectations of being arreſted; and accor- 
dingly had ſecured all his Papers, Plate, and ſuch 
Things as he thought not proper to truſt to the 
French Mercy, 


Some Hours before the Pr, Was taken, vera

Streets of Paris were beſet with Companies of the 


Guards; and ſuch Precautions were taken, as if there 


was a real Danger of ſome ſudden Riſing for his De- 
fence, This Precaution ſeemed neceſſary in ſome 
meaſure ; becauſe, on Saturday the 7th, the Pr. was 


at the Play, where he was univerſally clapped at his 


Entrance, and applauded by all for his brave An- 
| ſwers to the King's Orders to him to quit the French 
Dominions; into which he had been invited from 


Taly, Sc. Sc. This general Applauſe of the People 


is believed to have haſtened his being ſeized. The 
Pr. being informed, by a Friend, of the Motions, 
and placing the Guards, only calmly replied, «© Well 
de then, if it be ſo, we will not let them ſtay for 
ce us;” and ſo immediately went to the Opera, be- 
ing on Tueſday the zoth. | 

He was arreſted, in entering the Opera-houſe, by 


fix luſty Fellows, who had Cuiraſſcs under their Coats. 
They ſeized his Sword, and ſmall Pocket-piſtols, 


which he always carried for his own Security, They 


tied his Arms, Thighs, and Legs with Cords; and, 


lifting him off the Ground, put him into a Coach, 
attended by the Major, Aid-Major, and another Of- 
ficer of the Blue-guards, and four Serjeants behind 
the Coach. In this Equipage he was carried to the 
_ Caſtle of Vincennes, the whole Road being crowded 
with Guards. He behaved on the Road to Vincennes 
with all the Compoſure imaginable ; and, finding the 


Aid-Major had been in Jah, talked to him about 


ſeveral Places in that Country, nn. 
At his Arrival at the Caſtle, ſecing his intimate 
Friend and old Acquaintance the Governor ap- 


Proaching to him, he cried out, Mon ami chatelet, 


dener donc m' embraſſer, puiſque je ne puis pas vous 
embraſſer; that is, My Friend, come then to embrace 
me, becauſe I can't embrace you, (alluding to his Cords 
wherewith he was tied). The Governor then, in 
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the moſt tender and reſpectful Manner, unbound 
him, and conducted him to a ſmall Room of about 
ten Feet ſquare, with a ſmall Light which deſcends 
from the Top. Upon the Sight of this Apart- 
ment, he only ſaid, „He had ſeen a worſe in Scot- 
«. Jand.” 

Three Captains . the Guards were always with 
him, Night and Day. They, by their Tears, te- 
ſtified their Concern, and ſhewed him all the Re- 
ſpect due to his Rank. 
The firſt Night he did not eat, . « He had 

« dined well; nor did he ſleep, till the next Morn- 
ing, ( being Wedneſday the 11th), when i; flung 
himſelf, in his Cloaths, upon the Bed, and got a 
good Nap. The fame Day he did not dine: But, 
at five o*Clock in the Evening, the Governor brought 
him ſome Broth, with three Bits of Bread, which he 
begged him to take; and the Pr. complied, and or- 
dered his Supper to be ready at Eight o'Clock. He 
ate very heartily, though it diſagreed with him after- 
wards, as having overfaſted himſelf. 

On Thurſday the 12th, he dined very well ; and | 

continued his Meals regularly, ate heartily, and Was 

in good Health till he was releaſed. 
On Wedneſday, Thurſday, and Friday, the Gover- 
nor went to the King's Levee; but carried back no 
Orders for amending his Priſoner's Condition. 

On Friday Morning the 13th, the Pr. wrote to 
the King; and in the Evening received his Anſwer : 
And, on Saturday Morning, he got another Letter, 
and in the Afternoon had Liberty to walk in the 
Gardens, c.; where he ſtaid ſome Hours, and then 
returned to his Dungeon to paſs his laſt Night there. 
The Contents of theſe Letters are not yet known. 
On Sunday the 15th, at Seven o' Clock in the 
Morning, he departed from Vincennes tor Fountain-

On Monday the 16th, in the Morning, the Pr.

On Fuel Morning, at Four o * Clock, having 
eaten three freſh: Eggs, "he ſet out from thence, with 
the aforeſaid Company, to haſten out of France. But 
where he will ſtop, and take up his Reſidence, i is yet 
a Myſtery. 

Sixty Muſquetairs were pp te to —_ him 

on the Road: But, as he aſſured the King there was 
no Neceſfity, for them, they ſtaid behind. 
During his Captivity, he never ſhewed the leaſt 
Impatience, in Looks, Words, or Actions; but 
bore up with that Magnanimity of Spirit, which 
gained him the Admiration of every one, and proves 
— a Hero in every Scene of Life. He was affa- 
ble in the moſt gracious Manner to the Governor, 
and the three Captains of the Guards: And, when 
he ſaw them in any Concern on his account, he even 
revived them with his Gaiety; and always forced 
them to ſit at Table, and eat with him. | 

The Caſtle of Vincennes, all the Time of the Pr.” 
Reſidence, was ſtrongly guarded by the 7 dence ji 
and Blue Guards: And the Draw-bridges were lifted 
up both Day and Night. 

So much for the Pr. who was no ſooner arreſt- 
ed, than the Lieutenant de Police, with 150 Guards, 
were ordered to his Houſe : But finding the Doors

finding a Back-door, broke it open, entered tri- - 
wa > Apr and ſeized every Perſon there, even to 
the Scullion; and ate the Supper which was preparing 
for the fr.

1 ad others, both Engliſh, Scots, and Iriſh; of the 
Pr. 's Adherents, to about forty, were arreſted in 
different Parts of the Town, and were all conduct- 
ed, in the Night, to the Baſtile ; but were treated 
very well in all Reſpects, excepting their Confine- 
ment. 

The Pr.*s French Servants were ſet at liberty the 
next Day : And, before he left Vincennes, he ordered 
them to be all paid off, and diſmiſſed. 

On Friday the 1 3th, at Night, Meſſ. Stafford and 
Sheridan were releaſed, to prepare for their e 
with the Pr. againſt Sunday Morning. 

The reſt of the Gentlemen were all diſmiſſed on 
the 19th, at Eight o' Clock at Night; when Sir 
James Harrington and Mr. Goring received Orders 
to quit Paris immediately; but gained leave after- 
wards to ſtay till the 24th, when, it is ſuppoſed, 
they'll follow the Pr. The others were left at their 
own Liberty, to do as they pleaſed. 5 

At preſent, there only remains at the Pr. “s Houſe 
proper People to pay off all Bills, and to pack up 
ſuch Things as he did not before think neceſſary to 
be removed. |

Lord Gterfe 2 was concealed in Storlevit 
till December after the Battle of Culloden; and then, 
after being a little Time in Edinburgh, went on 
board a Veſſel at Anſtruther, and got to France; and 
never was in England after that Battle, a ſome 
have ſtrongly aſſerted it. 

Lord Ogilvie, Lord Nairn, Col. $Aare 'of Ard. 
ies Col. Jobn Roy-Stewart, and the Drummonds, 
all got to France + Since which, Col. Roy-Sterwart 
died. Capt. Hay, as being a French Officer, ſurren- 
dered to the Lord Juſtice-Clerk at Edinburgh; was 
thence removed to Carlifle, where he was tried, and 
condemned for High Treaſon : But, being an Offi- 
cer in the French Service, was ſoon diſcharged. 
At a Meeting, held on the 15th of May, at 
Murtleg, or rather Murlagan, in the Ifle of Mo- 
_ rar, near the Head of Lochartaig, there were pre- 
Tent, Lord Lovat, Lochiel, Major Kennedy, Ge 
Bucket, Lochgary, Mr. ende Macleod, Dr. Ca- 
*meron,” Fohn Ray. Stewart, Harriſdales Son, Secre- 
tary Marray, and others, to about thirteen. And 
it was then propoſed and agreed to, That = : 
ſhould aſſemble their Men at Glenmallie, and croſs. 
Lochy, where Clum and Keppoch*'s Men ſhould join 
them. Lord Lval's Opinion was, to raife about 
3500 Men, to defend the Country, Families, and 
Cattle, as well as themſelves; ; and the particular 
Number that each was to provide was agreed upon. 
Lord Lovat was to fend 400 Men; and that Lord's 
Servant had ten Days Pay for theſe Men given him. 
The Meeting being over, Lochiel and Murray 
croſſed the Lake again: And, about four or five 
Days 
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Days after this, Murray croſſed the Lake again to 
Glendeſherrie, on the oppoſite Side of the Water, to 
Lord Lovat; and was with that Lord an Hour or 

two. 5 5 ; 
The general Rendezvous was to be near Keppoch*s 
Houſe. Lochiel*s, Bari ſdale's, and Clanranald*s 
People were to meet at the Lake, about two Miles 
from Lochie!% Houſe. 
About ten Days after this, Lochiel accordingly got 
@ Body of 3 or 400 Men, Bariſdale and Lochgary 
went with about 150 Men each; but-as ſoon as Locb- 
gary got Pay for his Men, he went away, promiſing 
to return in a fe Days, and to obſerve Lord Loudon's 
Motions. But he performed neither : For that Earl, 
about. two Days after the Men were got together, 
marched through Glengary, and had certainly taken 
Lochiel, but for ſome of his Scouts. Bariſdale, before 
Loudon went to Achnacarie, Lochie's Houſe, told 
Lochiel he would go and bring more Men to them; 
and left his Son with a few, | | 

Early in the Morning, a Body of Men appeared 

marching over a Hill, whom Lochiel believed to be 
Bariſdale's Men; but ſome of his Scouts went and 
told him, they were Loudon's People; for they had 
red Croſſes on their Bonnets. Upon this ZLochiel 
diſperſed his Men, and croſſed the Loch in a Boat; 
which he had kept to prevent his being ſurpriſed : 
So that he owed his Eſcape more to the red Croſſes, 
than to the Care of Lochgary, or to the Honeſty of 
Bariſaale. = Ws 

Lord Lovat and ſome others took different Routs. 
Secretary Murray and ſome others ſtaid with Lochiel, 
till they got to Lochleven, near Glencoe; and, after 
being there ſome Time, Sir David Murray, Secreta- 
ry Murray, Dr. Cameron, and the Rev. Mr. John 
Cameron, went from thence to Glenlyon; and conti- 
nued there twelve or fourtzen Days. From that

Macnab went with him to the Braes of Balgubidder,

Sir David went as far as Whitly i in 2 orkfoire ; 3 where | 


he was taken Priſoner in trying to get off; and was 
ſent to York, where he was tried and condemned; 
but was afterwards reprived; and was diſcharged on 
_ Auguſt 7. 1748, upon Condition, that he ſhou ; 
theſe Realms for Life. 

Alter ſtaying a little time with Lochiel, Secretary 
Murray went Southwards, and was at Mr. Hunter's 


of Polmood, his Brother-in-law, on the 28th of June 
after the Battle of Culloden, being about four Miles 


from his own Houſe at Broughton, in the great 
Road to England, by Carliſe. The Evening of the 


Night that he was taken, a Boy went from his Bro- 
ther's to Broughton, where a Party of Soldiers were, 


and told them, to ground and take him; which in 
the Night they did, and next Day ſet forwards with 
him for Edinburgh; where, when he arrived, he was 
ſo drunk that he could not ſpeak to the Lord Juſtice 
Clerk, till after a few Hours Sleep; and then he 
was committed to the Caſtle, where he remained till 


ſent up to London under a ſtrong Guard, and was 
immediately cloſe confined till after he had given E- 


vidence againſt Lord Lovat; and then was remo- 
ved thence into the Cuſtody of a Meſſenger, and a- 


bout Chriſtmas 1747 was diſcharged. 


When they were going to remove him from Edin. 
urgh, his Mother wrote to a certain Counteſs, to 
_ defire her Aſſiſtance, to raiſe a Party in Yorkſhire to 


attempt to reſcue her dear Son. But the Lady was 
fo provoked at it, that ſhe burnt the Letter immedi-

The reſt of the Hiſtory of Lochiel, Dr. Cameron,

broad. Lochiel got ſafe to France, and was there 
made a Colonel of 1000 Men; which he enjoyed to 
his Death, in September 1748; when it was given to 
Sir Hector Maclean atorementioned to have been ſo 


long confined in Newgate. Dr. Cameron was woun- 


ded at Culloden by a Muſket-bullet, which entered 
near the Elbow (he having his Arm up) and went 


along the Arm, and then out at the oppoſite Shoulder. 
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
